The Catastrophe in Japan, 

As the fuller details arrive of the terrible holocaust with 
which Japan has been visited, the more awful do the horrors of 
the catastrophe appear. If is difficult to tell in mere words 
what the suffering and sorrow which this dire calamity has 
involved really mean. By one of those inscrutable workings of 
Nature, two great thriving cities with vast populations, and many 
towns with large numbers of inhabitants have been swept into 
utter ruin. In Tokyo, the capital of a country which in a genera- 
tion has leapt fron a Middle Age Eastern land to a modern Westernised 
country, with its two willion inhahitants, scarce one stone of the city 
remains upon another. There has been an appalling loss of human 
life,and the people of this once prosperous city, afew daysago endowed 
with much material wealth, were in a few moments reduced to the 
utmost straits of sheerest poverty. For they lost their all in the 
engulfing earthquake and the consequential ruin by fire that ensued. 
There is no food, and it is difficult to get any communication from 
an area unaffected by thecalamity. So that these citizens of the capital 
city of a great empire are brought down to the level of refugees, 
crouching where they can for shelter, finding what they can for 
subsistence. At Yokohama there is the same horrible condition, 
but if anything there the ruin seems to have been even more complete. 
The LORD Mayor Of» LONDON, in obedience to the great tradition of 
the high office he fills, has from his sick-bed issued an appeal fox 
funds for the immediate relief of these sorely stricken Japanese, 
We hope that it will be responded to with something like enthusiasm, 
even in times like these when there are heavy calls upon the 
generous and the wealthy are greatly burdened. But here is a 
‘demand upon the basic humanity of all of us, for it is doubtful 
whether history tells of a cataclysm so far-reaching in its effects, 
so widespread, so piteous as that for aid to which the LorD MAYOR 
appeals. There is no need to accentuate the claim which is thus 
made upon Jews as citizens of this great Metropolis. Jews hava 
never shown themselves otherwise than keenly sympathetic to the 
suffering of fellow-creatures, and anxious to do whatever is in thei 
power to alleviate sorrow and distress. But it will not be forgotten 
thatin the havoc of death and maiming, of ruin and tribulation, 
which has overwhelmed so much of Japan, several fellow: Jews mus 


be involved. We hope that our coreligionists here will be found

We 
hope that the DAYAN does not speak with over-confidence and 
that his reliance upon the future of Judaism in this country 
is well founded, Happily —or unhappily—time alone will 
tell. Still it must be conceded that Dayan Lazarus has good 
ground for his argument, and that it would be discouraging and 
disappointing if the remarkable activity in the direction of Jewish 
study were to produce a generation of Jews no more Jewish 
than was produced by a period in Anglo-Jewish history, when the 
supreme aim was the cultivation of an English vogue and the 


elimination of the Jewish cult, under the profoundly mistaken — 
notion that the two were incompatible. Fortunately the view is 


more and more gaining ground that a really Jewish training and 
a real Jewish life are the most likely to produce among Jews true 
and worthy English citizens, while at the same time securing them 
as worthy members of the Community. 
Dayan LAZARUS submits so earnestly is that Judaism in England is, 
albeit tardily, coming by its own and every true Jew—certainly 
every true Jew who is also a worthy Englishman—will join in the

The Prospect.

HE position in which our people stands at this moment, as 
another year is about to be brought to birth, is one that 


is neither alluring nor amiable. To say that it is worse 

than that which several previous New Year Days have 
greeted would be as untrue as to assert that it is much better. The 
Jewish position everywhere and at all times, depends of course very 
largely upon the general condition of affairs the world over. When 
thers is peace—true peace—when men turn to industry and pro- 
ductive labour, and prosperity in consequence rules, then the world- 
position of the Jew is surely, at least, from the material point of 
view, better than when war and strife, and hatred, reign in the 
hearts and minds of peoples. When their thoughts and energies 
are diverted from human occupations and are turned to 
barbarous work, such as is the inevitable concomitant of 
uncharitableness between man and man, then the economic 
position is certain to suffer, and so, conditioned as they are, is the 
position of Jews. And at-this moment the whole world is in turbu- 
lent unrest. It presents to the mind a picture akin to the state 
which precedes some seismic upheaval, such as the terrible disaster 
that during the last few days overwhelmed the great nation of 
the Far East. There are ominous rumblings of the earth. 


surrounding waters are troubled and churned. There is an 


atmosphere of tension, and instinctively people realise that the 


volcanic forcesare working and know that if they prevail the doom of 
destruction is certain, Yet unlike the disturbances derived from 
natural causes, the social and political unrest is the work of mortal 
men. The passions, the ambitions, the jealousies, the intrigues of 
men—these it is which are causing those ominous signs that tell 
us of the danger in which the world to-day in general and the Jew 
in are enveloped. 2 
* * 
It has been said, and with abundant oui that Peace is the 
greatest of all Jewish interests. 
not prevail, the outlook for our people is not a comforting one. We 
are apt to look upon the condition of affairs, as it now presents itself 
to us, as the aftermath of the Great War. In a sense, an aftermath it 
is. But it is equally true to say that the aftermath itself produces 
evil seed from which afresh harvest of wrong, of suffering, of rancour 
and of bitterness is all that can be expected. Nothing perhaps 
could be more disquieting—call it aftermath of the Great War or the 
sowing of new strife—than has occurred within the last few days in 
thecourse of aquarrel between Italy and Greece. The likeness between 
the murder of Italians on Greek territory now and the murder 
on Bosnian territory in 1914 has been widely commented 
upon. But within a few short days the question that has arisen 
between these two countries has receded from its immediate 
ostensible cause. It has become an even more important one than 
to ascertain the rightful for afoul ambush and a

It follows that when Peace does — 


no sanction of any law worthy of the name. This, to my mind, isa 
far greater outrage committed upon Humanity at large than even 
was the outrage which, assuming the charge against her to be true, 
Greece committed against Italy. A crime against Humanity must be 
‘greater than one, however heinous, committed against a nation. A 
few weeks ago I wrote in this column something about the prepara- 
_ tions for war with which men were busying themselves, and I tried 
to show something of the horror piled upon all the horrors that have 
ever attached to it, which the war of the future must involve. A 


correspondent wrote to me to say that I had omitted to take inta’ 


account the antidote for this supreme evil, which had been provided 
in the League of Nations. I did not present the League in thig 
aspect, not because [I do not realise its importance—its vital import- 
ance to the future of Civilisation—but because, when I came to think 
of it, I was doubtful, and recent events I confess have made me 
more doubtful still, whether the evil inclinations in men’s hearts 
had yet been sufficiently turned away, so as to enable the League 
of Nations to function effectually. 
* x: 


Until that happens the world must remain in unrest, with war 
and rumours of war constant and never ceasing, with hatred fester- 
ing in men’s souls and men seeking to slake it in the blood of their 
fellow-men. And with the world in this condition of chaotic un- 
certainty the position of the Jew must ever be tenuous and doubtful. 
Countries as they grow poorer and find the pressure upon them of 
economic stress, discover the Jews among them. They mark them 
as an “unlike” entity, and look upon them as superfluous. In due 
course the Jews are subjected to hostile criticism and to unfriendly 
sentiment. Then those Jews who are wealthy, as has been well 
said, are noted as bloodsuckers profiteering upon the ruin that is 
around them. If they be poor, then they are pointed to ag 
burdens upon the community at large, an addition to growing 
pauperism and an added weight of anxious responsibility to 
the country in which they dwell. And so with one thing and 
another it comes about that all evil that prevails is attributed to 
the Jew, and people come to believe the legend. ‘Thus anti-Semitism, 
the noxious weed of pernicious seed, flourishes amain, That is 
the history in brief of all anti-Semitic manifestations and of all 
anti-Jewish agitations. So that where anti-Semitism prevails, there 
we may be sure the country is on the down grade, or at least is 
suffering from some set back to its prosperity. That is only to speak 
of the material side of anti-Semitism. The country that indulges 
it is, to the extent to which it allows the passion to take hold of it, 
assuredly doomed morally, 
ae * | 

The question has more than once been put in this column, 
whether Jews will ever come to recognise that upon them rests a 
great responsibility in the state of the world to which I have alluded, 
and from which at the same time they are almost invariably the 
keenest sufferers. I do not, of course, mean that they are the cause of 
evil in the sense that anti-Semites propagate that baseless untruth, 
But I do mean that Jews have all along failed, as they fail to-day, to 
understand that, as a people, a world responsibility of service to 
Humanity at large rests upon them. They have, in short, a mission 
to perform to Mankind. And I cannot think of any mission that 


- is more essentially Jewish than the assuaging of evil passions 


between nation and nation. The Jewish mission—our highest 


mission—is ‘Peace, and it is not creditable to. us that for two. 


thousand years we have wandered among the nations of the world, 
and here at this time of day the world should still be trembling 
upon the edge of war's volcano ready to emit an engulfing lava 
of animosity and hatred, by which everything that is dear to 
human life, and indeed life itself, may be overwhelmed.

CHIEF RABBI ARMAND BLOCH (Belgium). 


Tho death occurred at Brussels last Friday of Chief Rabbi Armand 
Bloch, for thirty-three years Chief Rabbi of Belgium. He had been in 
fil-health for some months. 

The deceased was born in Paris, of a very learned family—his 
paternal grandfather, Rabbi Isaac Bloch, was one of the most celebrated 
Rabbis of Alsace, who became successively Chief Rabbi of Algiers and 
Nancy. Armand Bloch was educated at the Rabbinical Seminary of 
Paris, and on leaving there he officiated as Rabbi at Toul. In 1891, when 
Chief Rabbi Dreyfus-was called from Brussels to the Chief Rabbinate of 
Paris, Rabbi Bloch succeeded bim in the Belgian capital. As the spiritual 
chief of Belgian Jewry, he devoted himself to the organisation of the 
communities and of the Jewish philanthropic undertakings of bis adopted 
country. A fine orator and a man of deep culture, he was highly 
esteemedin all circles. The war furnished him with the opportunity of 
displaying his courage before the invaders. In consequence of his refusal 
to signa written undertaking to obey the orders of the Germans, he was 
subjected to all kinds of annoyances. He was considered as “under 
suspicion,” and even his sermons were taken down in shorthand by steno- 
graphers. In the course of his ‘Passover sermon of 1916, the Chief Rabbi 
spoke of the deliverance which the exodus from Egypt symbolised for 
the Israclites, and said: ‘‘ Peoples who do notdemand their libertyand 
who rosign themselves to slavery. are cowards.’’ Denounced to the 
German authorities, he was tried and ‘sentenced to six months’ iroprison- 
ment, and the only privilege granted to Chief Rabbi Bloch was that he 
was permitted to attend to his religions duties on festivals. The sentence 
was served in the Brussels prison. After the war, he was appointed by 
the Government Officer of the Order of Leopold of Belgium, for *‘ services 
rendered to the country during the enemy occupation."’ 

Chief Rabbi Armand Bloch was the brother of Chief Rabbi Abraham 
Bloch, of Lyons, who was killed in the war. ‘It will be remembered that 
the Chief Rabbi was slain at the moment when, at the request of a 
wounded Catholic soldier, who bad mistaken the uniformed rabbi for @ 
priest, he was carrying a crucifix to the injured man. 

The funeral, which was held last Monday, was largely attended, and 
the Belgian Government was officially represented. The cortege left the 
synagogue in the Rue de la Régence. It was followed by the officiating 
Rabbis in their robes and the representatives of the various communities. 
Rabbis Amiel and Rottenberg and the heads of the corgregations repre- 
sented the Antwerp community. Military honours were rendered by a 
detachment of soldiers, which escorted the coffin for a considerable 
distance. The traffic was held up in the main streetsof the city, and the 
guards saluted the procession as it passed the Royal Palace. 


CHIEF RABBI Pror. DELLA PERGOLA (Alexandria). 


The death has occurred at Faella Paldarno, near Florence, of 
Professor Raffaele DéNa Pergola, Chief Rabbi of Alexandria. The 
deceased, who- was born in Florence, was educated at the seminary 
‘of that city under the direction of the late Professor Margulies, and 
distinguished himself in the study of philosophy and rabbinics. He held 
the office of Chief Rabbi in Gorizia for seven years, leaving there in 1910 
in order to take up a similar position in Alexandria. Professor Della 
Pergola was ‘known all over Egypt, and was widely respected. He 
rendered considerable*services during the war, especially in connection 
with the stay in Alexandria of the Jewish refugees. He was only forty- 
seven years of age. The Vice-President of the Bourse Committee at 
Alexandria suspended the business for a quarter of an hour as a mark of 
respect to the deceased, and in a brief speech paid a warm tribute to his 
great merits and qualities, 


Mr. MYER BARNET. 


Mr. Myer Barnet, of Anton Street, Hackney Downs, who has just 
passed away in his 72nd year, was a man held in high esteem by a large 
circle of friends for his gentle character, deep piety, and sound’scholar- 
ship. He was the author of as-nawn "10195 a book which gives 
evidence not only of profound learning but also of original thinking. It 
is ahandy and useful volume, “rejoicing the hearts” of those who peruse 


it. He had a chequered existence, at one time being a prosperous 


merchant, bat the Torah was his life and study his passion, and when 
the fates smiled on him no longer he found consolation and joy in the 
inexhaustible treasures of our ancient literature.

A service in memory of the late Rev. Gerald Friedlander was held on 


‘Sunday at the Western Synagogue, and was attended by members of the | 


family, the Chief Rabbi, most of the’ Metropolitan clergy; and a large 
congregation of friends. The service was conducted by Rabbi’ Sir 
Hermann Gollancz andthe Rev. EK, Franks. Psalm Ixxxiv was recited 
in English, and was followed by the abbreviated afternoon service. 
Rabbi Sir Hermann Gollancz delivered an address. He .said. that 
the sorrowful tidings had been brought to him by one who was thé closest 
friend of him whose untimely loss they were there to bewail, and who 
was the truest friend: by tradition and’ choice of the synagogue. They 
were there not to murmur at such aidispensation; notto find fault with 
Providence; but to envisage in outline the life-work of their lamented 
colleague and brother-in-faith, and particularly his connection with the 
congregation, which would never forget the wonderful influence of his 
personality. That he was a hard worker in the vineyard of the Lord 
was well known to all, but to how great a degree he was a conscientious 
worker, filled with the zeal and enthusiasm of one who never spared 
himself, could only bo known, to those who were intimately, connected 
with him in the affairs of congregational and communal iife, or to those

it was not his polemical writings that he wished to extol ; nor the insist- 
ence of his strong religious views that he desired to emphasise. While 
betimes such endowments were of vital importance, they often bad the 
danger of dividing men and retarding the progress of true religion. When 
he thought of Gerald Friedlander, he thought of him as the hard worker, 
the ambitious student, the conscientious Jew, the dutiful son, the loving 
husband and father, and the warm-hearted friend. As “the willing 
horse,” he foll a victim to.tbe strain of the demands put upon bim in his 
ministerial capacity, or the demands which he made of himself; for so 
much of the work which he undertook for the benefit of his coreligionists 
was ofan honorary character and self‘imposed. He did not know the 
dividing line between duty and devotion. Itis that which was the hail. 
mark of every true Minister of Religion; while those who drew the 
distinction were but birelings, not leadersof thought, not spiritual guides, 
as was theirlamented friend. And yet, amid all his heavy toil, which 
was a labour of love, he found time, or made it, to pursue his favourite 
studies, and was blessed with the power of producing some important 
works in the field of Jewish literature, which would redound to his credit, 
and would hand down his name to posterity. It was 


HIS PERSONALITY, HIS INFLUENCE, 


which endeared him to his friends, which made that entire congregation 
one famiiy, of which he was the leading and moving spirit, which 
prompted that remarkablo demonstration of affection, not many months 
ago, on the occasion of his “Silver Jubilee.” To say that the cordial 
relationship between warden and minister in that congregation was 
exemplary, would be to fall far short of the mark; if was unique in this 
case. It would be incomplete to speak of Gerald Friedlander without 
referring to the affectionate regard, amounting almost to adora- 
tion, which subsisted between the late Minister and. its former and 
present President, father and son. In his own long experience 
as a minister of religion, ho had never heard or witnessed 
anything like the splendid and considerate attitude adopted 
by the lay head of a congregation towards its spiritual chief. It was a 
refreshing thought amid the sorrow which was weighing heavily upon 
that congregation at the present hour. If, at one moment, Gerald 
Friedlander would say that that beautiful structure was due to the 
energy and generosity of Mr. Ullmann, senior, and his son, they, in 
the next moment, would disclaim the credit and insist that it was 


due to the influence and untiring labours of their Minister. Happy 
the congregation that had such Wardens; happy the congregation 
that had such a Minister! His memory, his teachings, wouldinspire them

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About Books. 


The Mishna. 


By THE REY. A. MISHCON. 


The appearance of the second edition of the master-work of the late 
principal of the Breslau Seminary* which was first published in 1859, and 
has for many years been out of print, will be welcomed not alone by 
students, but also by all readers of Rabbinicliterature. Though the ground 
which Dr. Frankel broke has since been cultivated with commendable 

geal by such competent menas I. H. Weiss, who follows him implicitly, 
and Isaac Halevy, who opposes him persistently, not always with good 
reason, this work still remains the standard text-book on the literature 
which ranks in importance next to the Torah. 

The author’s-wide knowledge, keen insight, and clear presentation are 
brought to play particularly in the second section, the longestin the book, 
which gives outlines of the lives and methods of the makers of the Mishna. 
Interesting as these are in themselves, they are the more valuable forthe 
light they throw upon many an episode which would otherwise appear 
obscure. The action of Rabban Gameliel, for example, in. placing Rabbi 
Eliezer ben Hyrcanos under ban, might seem high-handed. Yet when 
we see the latter reviving the strife and friction which followed in the 
wake of the controversies of the Shamaiites and Hillelites, and which the 
Patriarch had striven to lay at rest, we may feel inclined to consider his 
harshness not unjustifiable. 


Many a Kabbinic gem, too, shines the more radiantly in the historic — 


setting supplied by our author, Take the well-known maxim of R. 

-Mathia (or Mattathias) ben Cheresh"in the Ethics of the Fathers: “Be 
rather a tail to lions than a head to foxes.” This advice to follow the 
great and mighty rather than lead the small and cunning is sound enough 
as it stands. But how much more pointed it is when regarded, as our 
author suggests, as an antithesis to Jullus Csar’s pronouncement that 
it is better to be chief in a little village than subordinate in the capital of 
Rome. For the Rabbi, we are reminded, lived and taught in Rome where 
Coasar’s adage was on everybody’s lips. 

It may be mentioned that this Roman maxim may have also gained 
currency in Judea. For the Jerusalem Talmud (Sanhedrin iv., 10), in 
citing the Rabbinic adage, states that in the popular proverb this is 
reversed: “Rather be’a head to foxes'than a tail tolions.” 

The new edition contains a number of additional notes which were 
written by the author in his own copy. They are all instructive, and 
some of them are of particular importanee. In one of these he adduces 
fresh evidencs in support of his view that the Mishna had been trans- 
mitted in writing, and not by word of month. In tractate Me’ila 15b, 
Raba corrects Rab Huna’s version of the Mia&hnaic passage under dis- 
cussion by substituting the word Miya for Oya. And our author very 
plausibly contends that such a discrepancy could only occur in a written 
text, since the resemblance between the two words ts purely graphic and 


wot one of sound. In another note he modifies his original definition of the 


term which brought upon ‘him denunciation from so 
many quarters. The Supplementary Notes and Index which were 
originally published in a separate pamphlet in 1867, eight years after the 
book itself appeared, are now embodied in the work, and are placed in 
connection with the respective passages to which they refer. This is a 
distinct advantage. 

Yet one feels compelled to say that those responsible for bringing out 
this sécond edition have not made the best of the opportunity which hag 
been afforded them. The least that one might expect is to have the text 
revised before reprinting it. This was particularly necessary in this case, 
as the author states that exigencies of place made it impossible for him to 
see the proof of his book when it was first printed. In those circum- 
stances misprints were almost inevitable. And not only have these not 
been rectified, but many additional ones have been allowed to creep in, 
This is the more strange, since some attempt to revise the text was 
evidently made. One notices, for instances, that 5554 m°5 has rightly 
been made to replace "NOW M3 on page 87 (1st ed. 83), yet ]AT 533 has 
been allowed repeatedly to stand for 777 "3a (35). Here is even a more 
glaring example. The reference of Ben Bag-Bag’s saying (see Prayer: 
Book, Singer, p. 204) is given in the first edition (100) as Abbot, 
Ch. V. Mish. 22, followed by a query. Obviously the writer had no ready 
means of verifying his reference. [t happens indeed to be incorrect: the 
Mishkna Should be 25. Now our new edition actually reproduces ‘the 
original faulty reference with the query. : . 

These defects, however, are more than counter-balanced by the 
immense advantages offered by this work, which marked~—if it did not 
create—a new epoch in the study of Rabbinics. It inaugurated the true 
higher criticism of the Talmud, just as its author was the first represen. 
tative of the school of what may be termed progressive orthodoxy, Like 
many a pioneer he fluttered the dovecotes of the ultra-orthodox, and wag 
called to task by many a critic. Yet the worstone can say of him is that 


in advancing his views he is at times dogmatic where he should have only 
been discoursive, And this fault, too, is not un .

The legalistic part of the Talmud of which the 
Mishna is the cornér stone presents but one facet of the Jewish genius, 
It were, I think, more correct to say that the Mishna reflects the mind of 
Isracl. In Dr. Frankel’s treatment of the Mishna that mind is unfolded 
in its full vigour. There you'see the intellect of a people applied to the 
task of conserving the Law and “ making fits teaching great and glorious,” 
of adapting its immutable injunctions to the ever changing conditions of 
life without however impeaching its authority. For au understanding 
of Israei’s mind as reflected in the Mishna Dr. Frankel's book is indis.- 


pensable. 


Two Anthologies. 


It is not perhaps too much to say that ours is an age of Anthologies, 
If this characterisation be correct, lovers of literature should rejoice, for 
anthologies disseminate good literature. The onward sweepofthe move. 
ment has now caught up Jewish anthologies, and two of recent date 
deserve to be specially noted.* 

In this country we have had the Chief Rabbi's “Book of Jewish 
Thoughts” for several years, and it can safely be stated that from the 
first the volume has supplied a great need and sérved an excellent purpose, 
In its present form, as published by the Oxford Press, the paper and type 
make the reading of the book a delight. _ Jew and Gentile alike will find 
in it high edification. pees 

The first of the two later anthologies will, however, not appeal to so 
jarge a public. The Insel-Verlag, of Leipzig, is issuing a Universal 
Library (“Bibliotheca Mundi”) and inc!uded in the series is a Hebrew 
Anthology (‘Anthologia Hebraica”), consisting of selected Hebrew 
poems from the beginning of: the Post-Biblical Period to the expulsion 
of the Jews from Spain. The selection has been made by H. Brody, 
assisted by Meyer Wiener, and the editors describe their collection as 
n“ayrrrywrwwsd. Every poem in the book is pointed. The volume 
is neatly bound and clearly printed, and the 332 pages of text contain a 
delightful treasure-house of Hebrew verse in whichall tastes may find some. 
thing delectable. There are prayers, like BIVIVN OT OVS Way 
Piyutim which have fonnd an honoured place in the Ritual, of which one 
example is and another "T3N, and miscellaneous 
poems of Jehuda Halevi, Moses Ibn Ezra, Abraham Ibn Ezra, and Solomon 
Ibn Gabirol.

In view of the revived interest in 
the study of Hebrew which cannot have escaped the observer of con- 
temporary events in Anglo-Jewry, the collection should find a large circle

Ia France, too, anthologies are the vogue, andin the collection issued 
by the house of Crés, there is included two volumes of an “ Anthologie 
Juive,” the first containing, all in French, selections from the earliest 
times to the Middle Aves, and the second, from the Middle Ages to these 
very days of ours. The editor is Edmond Fieg, and he has accomplished 


‘his task in the logical spirit of a mind trained in France. His first 


yolume is devoted largely to extracts, translated into French, from the 
Bible and Talmud, arranged under appropriate headings, as for instance, 
Isracl and Humanity, God, the Torah, Prayers, Apocalyptic Literature, 
Halacha, Haggadah, Stories of the Rabbis, and Rabbinic Aphorisms. 


In the second volume, the editor distinguishes two broad periods, 


the Rabbinic Epoch and the Modern Epoch. Under the first 
rubric he quotes from contemporary and modern writers to illustrate 
legends and stories (among them Chasdai Ibn Shaprut, Isaac Abrabanel, 
Solomon Ibn Verga); from philosophers, poets, and codifiers (including 
Maimonides, Eleazar Hakalir, Joseph Caro), and from writers on Jewish 
customs (Leon de Modena). In dealing with the Modern Epoch he draws 
for illustrations on a variety of writers, from Berr Isaac Berr, in 1789, to 
Israel Zaugwill in 1920 (“ Voice of Jerusalem”). His sections are in- 
teresting. - First comes History, then Criticism of Judaism (Historical 
criticism, Philosophical criticism, and Social criticism), thirdly, the three 
Aspects of Modern Judaism (Conservative, Reform, and Zionism); 
and, lastly, Jewish Life as depicted in Jewish Literature, for which 
Bialik, Rosenfeld, Shalom Aleichem, David Frischmann, and Henry 
Bernstein have been drawn upon. Each of the two volumes Contains an 
alphabetical glossary which forms an interesting Appendix to the text, 
The selections are excellent, but the captions are the’feature of this 
French anthology, which throws a flood of light on Jewish History, the 
Jewish Religion, and the Jewish attitude to life. | | |

Jesus and Judaism.t 


BY THE LATE REV. GERALD FRIEDLANDER. 
All students of Ohristian origins will welcome this book. Thé 


‘ diligence, the patient research, and the sympathetic outlook of the 


scholarly author will fascinate the reader. This is a book which will 
undoubtedly find its way into the hands of every teacher of religion in 
English-speaking countries, The author gives a connected account of 
the very important teaching of the Apocrypha and the Pseudepigrapha 
of the Hebrew Bible. This Jewish literature covers three centuries 
(200 B.0.8.—-100 0.B.) After a brief introduction, there are six chapters 
Gealing with the following subjects. The idea of God, the Kingdom of 
God, the character of the Messiah, the doctrine of Man, the way of 
Salvation, and the hops of the Hereafter. A full indéx is given dealing 
with important subjects and names, and giving the passages quoted from 
or indicated in the Apocrypha, the Pseudepigrapha, and the Gospels.

t'The Teaching of Jesas and the Jewish Teaching of his age.”’ By the 
Rey, Thomas Walker, D.D, (Lond.) (George Allen and Unwin, Ltd., 12s, 6d. net.) 
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The learned author has honestly endeavoured to convey to his 
readers a true and clear impression of the mora! and spiritual atmosphere 
obtaining in this extra-canonical Jewish literature. He has undoubtedly 
given himself an immense amount of trouble in his research work in 
order to discover the underlying facts and principles. There are many 
cross-references to}writers who use Rabbinic sources. The “ Authorised 
Daily Prayer Book” is frequently referred to by the author. The only 
German work quoted from the original appears to be Bousset’s “Die 
Religion des Judentums,” whilst French scholarship is represented by 
Loisy’s “ Les Evangiles Synoptiques.” 

In each chapter the author gives the teaching of Jesus in parallelism 
to the Apocryphal and Pseudepigraphical teaching, so that a comparison 
of his views with theirs is attempted. The writer is a Christian minister, 
and although he strives to put before his readers both sides of the case, 
nevertheless his verdict is entirely in favour of Jesus. We could hardly 
expect any other result from a teacher of the Gospels. ‘This remark is 
not intended to indicate adverse criticism. 

Where the excellent effort of the erudite writer invites criticism is 
in the entirely one-sided choice of his material as representing Jewish 


_ thought in the three centuries mentioned. Josephus, Aristeas, Philo, are 


to all intents and purposes entirely ignored. The literature so ably 
dircussed is to an extent Jewish, but it belongs to one school, and that is 
not the only school representing Jewish thought in the period under 
discussion. The Pseudepigraphic literature includes the Apocalyptic 
teaching, warmly espoused by Jesus and definitely rejected by the. 
Pharisaic school of thought. Where Jesus appears to teach better 
doctrine than that found in the Apocrypha and the Psendepigrapha, he is 
really repeating genuine Jewish teaching to be found in the Hebrew 
Scriptures and their commentaries. Our author has failed to realise this 
all-important fact. One instance will a illustrate the point I am 


Jabouring.

lative degree. This degree, new and original, marks the inauguration of 


‘a distinct era in human acquaintance with God—the outcome of a moral 


and spiritual experience in which intimacy with and distinction from God 
were felt in the highestintensity.” “New and original” in Judaism, but 


mot in the sense of the writer’s meaning. Ail that the human soul needs 


concerning the paternal relation of God to the human soul is to be found 
in the word of God in Exodus xxxiv., 6-7. “But,” says the Christian 
apologist, “ was it not Jesus who discovered Godasthe Father?” “Yes” 


and “no” answers the Jew. Moses and the prophets, and their heirs, the 


Rabbis, knew that God was the only Father whose love and mercy are 
eternal and universal. If Jesus repeated this when speaking of God as 
Father, he was teaching nothing “new and original.” This is the 
negation of the oft-repeated claim that Jesus was the first to discover _ 
as the Father. 

But in a special sense the Christian apologist is justified in iteian 
for Jesus a ‘‘ new and original” discovery of God as the Father, and 
himself as. His only son. True Jewish thought kuows nothing of a God 
who has revealed Himself to one son only. No Jew who believes in 
the perfect unity of God could say as Jesus is reported to have said, “ All 
has been given over to me by my Father. And no one recognises the 
Son exceptthe Father; and the Father no one recognises except the Son, 
and he to whomever the Son wills to reveal” (Matt, xi. 27). Our author 


 fortifies his own opinion by quoting Dr. I. Abrahams, “ Jesus was indeed 


animated by a strong, one may even say a unique sense of hisown rela- 
tion to and unbroken intercourse with God.” There is only one way in 
which these words can be interpreted by a Jew who believes in the unity 


of God. That way isin the special sense in which the Christian apologist 


is jastified in clahaing for Jesus a “new and original” discovery of God, 
or, to adopt the expression of Dr. I, Abrahams, “a unique” 
with God. 

There are naturally many passages which will arrest the attention of 
the careful reader. What does the Jewish reader think when he reads 
the following: “To have vengeance on the enemy, ard to exact com- 
pensation as a condition of conciliation, is the orthodoxy of the Torah”? 
(p. 238). 

Speaking of Jesus’ teaching about ‘ucwing one another,” Dr. Walker 
remarks: ‘‘ Thore is no evidence that such teaching, in its wide range and 
fine intensity, was commonplace under the Law during our period” 
(p. 271). Jewish teachers think otherwise. Our genial author even 
suggests that the later Rabbis have been influenced by the teaching of 
Jesus and that they have learned the law of love from him (p. 271).

The merit of the book lies in the honest endeavour of the author to 


be fair to the Jewish side. The work will be used frequently and grate- 
fully by many teachers and students. Dr. Walker is to be congratulated, 
and one may hops that he will add a companion volume dealing with the 
teaching of Jesus and Jewish teaching, other than apocal yptic, apocryphal, 
and pseudepigraphical.

When the peasants had grievances against the nobles, the dif. 
culty was always solved by a joint attack upon the ward of the 
Chuetas.

The great Spanish novelist Blasco [bifisz has made himself responsiblia 
for this account of a forgotten remnant of Israel in his novel “ The Dead 
give Orders,” of which a translation has just appeared. The Jewish 
Encyclopaedia, while coinciding in substance with his history, treats the 
situation optimistically as now vastly improved. In the novel, a ruined 
grandee, in whose own origin (the author hints), there might well be found 
some unknown traces of Jewish blood, proposes to ally himself witha 
daughter of the Chuetas, and we are presented with masterly analyses 
of opinion, custom, and adventure in the Balearic Islands, [6 
is cheering to note that prejudice against the unbappy Chuetas is con: 
fined to their little tract of land, cut off from the main continent of 
civilisation by the blue Mediterranean. The wealthier members of the 
race escape obloquy by migrating so short a distance as to Barcelona. 

IbAfiez has preserved a chapter in the history of the martyrdom of Israel 
which future readers will find hard to understand. Tous who occasionally 
suffer even in England from pin-pricks of social persecution, administered 


by ill-informed or misguided persons, the story is only too intelligible, — 


But it belongs to the things which nerve us to greater exertions in order 
to prove before God and man that weare worthy of justice. Incidentally 
it shows how little good is done by “conversion.” ‘The legacy of hatred 
described by the novelist is part of the tyranny of out-of-date behests 
which it pleases Ibiiiez to trace in many phases. The world is richer by

A Great Builder of Ships. 

Miss Eleanor ©. Barnes, now lUady Yarrow, has compiled 4 

record of the life and work of Sir Alfred Yarrow (Edward Arnold), 
Alfred Fernandez Yarrow was born in London on January 13th, 1342, 
and was of Jewish descent on his mothor’s side. 
years old he commenced working at his first mechanical device. 
An elderly aunt, Miss Lindo, frequently required his assistance in 
winding her wool, and the boy disliked sitting still with his arms 
extended to hold the skein, An automatic wool:winder was tho 
result of his determination to escape this task. A few years later hs 
tried another experiment in order to avoid the performance of a duty to 
this old lady. On Friday evening, therefore, after sunset, when the 
Sabbath had begun, Miss Lindo, who was a strict Jewess, could not blow 
out her candle without offending against the law not to touch or come into 
contactin any way with fire upon the Sabbath, It became Alfred's duty 
to go into her room after she had retired for the night, in order to 
extinguish the light. At this hour he was generally in his workshop, 
and the fask became so irksome that one day he contrived a self. 
acting extinguisher. This was pointed exactly over the candle, at a con: 
siderable height, and was attached to a cord which, after passing over 4 
pulley fixed to the ceiling, extended downwards, and was tied by a very 
slight thread to a loop under the pillow. When the old lady mounted into 
bed and pressed the pillow down, this drew the extinguisher up towarda 
the pulley, where it was checked, and the slight thread immediately 
broke, allowing the extinguisher to fall exactly on the candle, This 
arrangement, which worked perfectly, only came into operation once, 
No doubt it considerably alarmed the old lady, who, being shortsighted, 
had not noticed the erection. The boy received a stormy reproof tha 
next morning from hia offended aunt, for she failed to appreciate tho 
ingenuity of her nephew, which had caused her unintentionally to break 
the Sabbath. | | 
- Yarrow often said that, it blessed with any spark of talent. it camo 
to bim from his Jewish blood. He always had the greatest admiration 
for Jews. When a student at. University College School, London, ho 
observed that Jewish boys, although absent from Saturday lessons, and 
in a considerable minority at school, yet carried off more than half the 
prizes. Sometimes, when the Jows were spoken of with dislike and 
contempt, he would remark: “T have had unfortunate business relations 
with a clergyman and a peer, but [ have never been cheated by a J ew." 
And again, “Character is formed by the overcoming of difficulties, and 
this form of education has been fresly bestowed upon the Jews.” 

Yarrow's mother, whose maiden name was Esther Lindo, wa3 4 
daughter of the head of a firm of West [India merchants in London. Her 
family was closely connected with that of Lord Beaconsfield, and Mrs. 
Yarrow, in her youth, knew him intimately. The Lindos claimed with 
pride their direct descent from King David, and when some of Yarrow 4 
acquaintances spoke of their ancestors having come over with William 
the Conqueror, and, as he expressed it, ‘were inclined to give them: 
selves airs because their family helped to rob the ancient Britons of thelr 
rights,” it amused him to say that he was related to Lord Beaconsfield, 
whose ancestors were on visiting terms with the Queen of Sheba! 

At the age of sixty, Moses Lindo, Yarrow’s grandfather, went through 
the Bankruptcy Court, owing to a fire which took place at the West India 
Island of St. Thomas, completely destroying his possessions. -Undis- 
mayed, he applied himself to rebuilding his fortune. In five years, he 
had partly regained his position, and invited, his former creditors to & 
banquet.

In the year 1£64 Alfred Yarrow spent wuch time in planning the 
details of a Children’s Convalescent Home. His old friend, the architect, 
Mr. Barrow Emanuel, was his principal adviser in this work, and the 
two companions visited the best-known convalescent homes in the 
country. The good points of each, wherever possible, were embodied in 
a design, copies of which were forwarded to the matron of each institution 
visited, whose opinion and criticism were invited. Upon these being 
obtained, a revised design was prepared, embodying as far as possible, 
the numerous suggestions, and from this the institution was built.. 

Yarrow’s interest in the London Hospital dated, like that of many of 
its ‘supporters, from his first meeting with Lord Knutsford, then the 
Hon. Sydney Holland. Yarrow promised £25,000 towards an entirely 
new out-patients’ department on conditions, which were, he always 
declares, of more value than the gift, one of them being that every out- 
patient (children excepted) should pay some small amount towards the 
expenses of medicine or bandages supplied; treatment or advice to be 
free. An objection brought forward to this condition was that the people 
were all s0 poor that they could not possibly afford even a 
small sum. Mr. Barrow Emanuel offered to help in the matter, and 


undertook to interview, during one day, every one entering the out- 


patients’ department, The conversations which took place were more

NOTES AND NEWS. 


(1.) “THB UNconscious."—“The Unconscious,” by Mr. Israel 
Levine, M.A., Lecturer in Philosophy at the University College of the 
South-West, Exeter (Leonard Parsons), is an introduction to Freudian 
psychology. The essay is not intended to be a comprehensive account 
of Psycho-analysis. It is rather an attempt to study the pure theory on 
which Psycho-analysis rests; and as a result it is merely concerned with 
the first step from which that theory proceeds, namely, the hy pothesis of 
unconscious mental processes. The conclusion at which it arrives is that 
such a hypothesis, in the way in which it is maintained by Freud, is 
indispensable at present to the science of psychology. The hypothesis of 
the Unconscious, however, cannot be isolated from the psycho-analytio 
setting in which it plays so important a part. The scope of the essay 
tends, therefore, to broaden in the last two chapters, and an attempt ia 
made to indicate something of the significance of the psycho-analytic 


Conceptions for the problems of mental life. Although Psycho-analysig 


is in no sense itself a philosophy, an interpretation of life, it does 
bring to the solution of philosophical questions a wealth of new and

suggestive data. It is from this. standpoint that the material in the 
last chapter of the essay is presented. Professor Freud has read the proofs 
of this book, and has written to the author expressing his complete agree- 
ment with the interpretation of his words, remarking that he has seldom 
met with such a combination of keen intellectual insight and sym pathetic 
exposition as is contained in the pages of this essay. Mr. Levine’s 
present effort abundantly confirms the very favourable impression created 
by the brilliant lecture he delivered under the auspices of the Jewish 
Historical Society in the University Extension Course on ** Five Jewish 
Philosophers ” at Toynbee Hall last year.

(3.) “JESUS AND JEWISH TEACHING.”—*“ The Teaching of Jesus and 
the Jewish Teaching of His Age,” by the Rev. Dr. Thomas Walker (Allen 
and Unwin), gives a connected account of the extra-canonical Jewish 
literature of the period 200 B.c., to 100 0.E. on God, the Kingdom, the 
Messiah, Man, Salvation, and the Hereafter. With accuracy in detail a 
true impression of the moral and. religious atmosphere in which the writers 
lived has been secured. The teaching of Jesus is then given, section by 
section in parallelism thereto, so that a carefal comparison of his teaching 
with that of these writers can be obtained. In the execution of his task 
the assistance of Jewish as well Christian scholarship has been invoked, 


and is duly acknowledged by the author. Dr. Walker, who isa Christian | 


theologian with broad and liberal views, hopes that both to inquiring 
Jew and to inquiring Christian his investigations into the teaching of 
Jesus in relation to the Jewish teaching of his age may be of some ser- 
vice in promoting a better understanding of all the probléms involved. 


(4.) “OxFoRD ODDITIES.”—“ Oxford Oddities,” by Mr. V. J. Selig- 


man (Allen and Unwin), revives happy memories of the author's gift of 
lively humour and portraiture displayed in his ‘ Macedonian Musings,” 
which was favourably reviewed in these columns when it appeared during 
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the war. Now, in pease, Mr. Seligman again shows that he has keen eyes 
and a sprightly pen, andin “Oxford Oddities,” he describes some of the 
people and odd things that he came across during his sojourn at the 
University of Oxford. 

(5.) “TowarRDs INTERNATIONAL JusTicE.”—“ Towards International 


Justice,” by Mr. F. N. Keen (Allen and Unwin), is a collection of essays — 


and papers on international organisation and the League of Nations. The 
principles underlying the League of Nations are discussed, and its 
institation and machinery described. Practical suggestions are made for 
the fuller development of the League on lines of justices and international 
law. The author was a pioneer in the League of Nations movement, and 
is on the Executive Committee of the League of Nations Union. Professor 
Gilbert Murray contributes an introduction to the work. 

(6.) “BER OF BOLECHO w.”—“ The Memoirs of Ber of Bolechow ” (1723 
1805), by Dr. M. Vishnitzer (Oxford University Press), is a translation 
from the original Hebrew manuscript, with an introduction, notes and a 
map. The manuscript is preserved in the Library of Jews’ College, 


London. It cannot be established how and whence the manuscript 


reached the College. A few small extracts from it were published by Dr. 
A. Marmorstein in 1913, and several other fragments by Dr. L. Lewin in 
1916. The present publication is the first complete edition in English, 
The manuscript consists of ninety-five sheets, covered with modern 
eighteenth-century Hebrew cursive scripts. Its subject matter consists 
of autobiographical records, descriptions of Jewish life, accounts of Polish 
affairs, information as to economic activities, family chronicles, stray 


thoughts concerning literary and social matters, and fragments of render. | 


ings of German and Polish historical works into Hebrew—the whole 


forming a series of disconnected chapters, without any attempt at 


systematic arrangement. 

The first four pages give some extracts (in Hebrew) from a once 
famous book, the “ Relazioni universali,” of Giovanni Benesius Botero, 
which became known to Ber in a Polish translation; the next nine pages 
transfer us to another historical work—Humphrey Prideaux’s “Old and 
New Testament,” a book which Ber valued highly and undertook to render 
into Hebrew. The subject again changes on page fourteen of the manu- 


script, where an indignant outburst against the slanderers of the Jewish | 


faith is followed by the author's recollections of the part which he played 
in 1759 in the dispute with the Frankists. On that occasion he was pre- 
sented by one of the nobles among the audience with a copy of Botero’s 
book, several paragraphs of which occupy pages 15-24 of the Jews’ College 
manuscript. Then follow different chapters from Prideaux’s work, 
which occupy altogether eighteen pages of the manuscript, being once 


interrupted (on page 34) by an excursus into Ber’s: literary plans. The 


actual Memoirs commence only on page 43, and commence with the end 
of a sentence, the beginning of which, owing to the loss of the preceding 
page, remains unknown. The author’s narrative of his life and times 
runs on to page 190, but here also there is neither consecutiveness nor 
chronological order. The narrative as we have it consists of six unequal 
fragments, most of which start in the middle of a sentence, while some 
énd in the same manner. The author frequently refers to parts of his 
story which are lost. | | 

The present publication by Dr. Vishnitzer begins with page 43 of the 
manuscript, and follows closely the order of the manuscript pages. It 
includes also the few autobiographical notes scattered throughout the 
first forty-two pages, which contain otherwise only translations from 
printed books, and are therefore not worth reproducing. 

Ber wrote a work on Jewish sectarian movements, entitled “ Dibré 
Binah ” (Words of Reason), which has only recently been discovered and 
published in part by Dr. A. Brawer. This work not only includes 
autobiographical details which are not mentioned in the Memoirs, but 
also adds to our knowledge of Ber’s literary and social activities. ‘Dr. 
Vishnitzer has drawn on it considerably in the introduction to the present 
volume. 

The text is provided with ample explatiatory footnotes. The table 
of contents, the index to personal and geographical names, and the map 
facilitate the use of the work. 

: (7.) “MAcHzOR VITRY.” The “Machzor Vitry” is a liturgical and 
ritual collection compiled by Simchah, son of Samuel of Vitry, in the 
Marne Department, and prepared by him wmder the direction of his 
teacher Rashi. It contains rules of jurisprudence and of religious 
practice, Responsa by Rashi, by his predecessors. and contemporaries, 
prayers and liturgic poems, “minor” Talmudic treatises, the whole 
divided into chapters following the yearly cycle, and bearing upon the 
various circumstances of life. The Machzor Vitry is of great importance 


_ not only for the historian of Rashi, but also for the historian of Franco- 


Jewish culture and literature at that time, and is of first-rate importance 
for the history of the liturgy. The Machzor ‘Vitry, on the basis of the 
British Museum manuscript, edited by S. Hurwitz, was ‘published in 
1893. A. Berliner contributed additions to Hufwitz’s introducticn to the 
Maebzor Vitry. The Machzor Vitry contains many prayers and liturgical 
poems which are distributed throughout ‘the ‘work. Besides ‘these 
scattered poems the British Museum muntisetipt has ev collettion of 
liturgioal poems which was published by H. Brody in 1894. The works 
of Hurwitz, Berliner, and Brody, ‘have ‘long ‘been’ ovtt of print, and rare 
copies have fetehed high prices. They have now been’ collected into one 
volume and ‘published by J. Bulka, of Nirnberg. This*eormpact publica- 


tion should prove a great boon to students. ‘The sole Huglish'agerits for —

' North Manchester Synagogue Cemetery. 


The mortuary house at the new cemetery of the congregation at» 


stwich was consecrated last Sunday, in the presence of a large 
Pierson by Rabbi Dr. B. Salomon. Mr. B. Balaban, the President, in 
his opening remarks, said that that very day, twenty-four years ago, the 
North Manchester Synagogue was opened, and that it was thirty-three 
years ago when the congregation established itself in a small room facing 
the synagogue. They would reverently remember on that day the 
departed members who had moulded the fortunes of that congregation. 

The service was conducted by the Rev. H. Colchevaky and the con- 
secration ceremony was performed by Rabbi Dr. B. Salomon, who 
delivered an address, of which the following is an abstract: 

In that house would be preached words of comfort and hope of & 
better life, a hope that they would meet again and be rewarded for their 
good deeds. With minds pregnant with lofty thoughts, solemnised and 
subdued by the presentiment and expectation of another and a better 
world, they were assembled to consecrate that house, where they would 
- make a pause before depositing their beloved ones in the dark chamber 
of earth, over which sounded the consoling words of Job: “ The Lord has 
given, the Lord has taken away, blessed be the name of the Lord.” 
What would their life be but a detached atom if it did not prospectively 
- continue forward in an endless development. Therefore would that 
house, when they made a pause on the last journey with their departed, 
become a house of instruction by the contemplation that, sooner or later, 
the change from the glories in which life abounded to the extinetion of 
all life’s bright and varied enjoyments should come. At that solemn 
moment, when they were standing on ground where rich and poor 
met together, where all discrepancies in the account of life were 
for ever balanced, let one thought penetrate all’ minds—love to their 
Heavenly Father and love to their fellow-men. That house would enable 
them to visit the graves of their departed friends in all weathers and 
pray more undisturbedly for the rest and peace of'their souls. It was 
not a house of incarceration, but the house of freedom. The brotherly, 
warm affection borne by the living to the dead shall’ be the comfort for 
the survivors. In conclusion, Dr. Salomon said: “ That which had once 
been the bearer of a divine idea, could not die or perish in the dark night 
of nothingness. Honour, therefore, the place, where you say the last fare- 
well to your friend, when his storms of life are past and the serene 
weather is setting in, to lay upon the mortal remains the wreath of 
immortal and everlasting remembrance,” 

The mortuary was opened by Mr. Alfred E. Komrower, who was 
presented with a gold key by Councillor 8. Finburgh, J.P. 
| Mr. KOMROWER, in acknowledging ‘the gift, said that he was gratified 
at his long connection with the congregation, extending over a period 
of thirty-three years, and congratulated the members on the spirit of 
harmony that prevailed. | 

Tablets recording the event were anveiled by Messrs, B.. Kostoris, 
Henry Cohen, A, KE. Komrower, and N. R. Davidson. Theseremony of 
burying the MWMw was performed by Rabbi Asher, who delivered an 
address.

He appealed to their friends to visit the institu- 
tion and see the work carried on, and he was certain that they would not 
withhold the material assistance that was so necessary for its mainten- 
ance. He was grateful to the Committee who had all worked very hard 
to attain their present success, and thanked Mr. Ephraim Marks, the Hon. 
Medical Staff, and the Hon. Solicitors and Auditors for their services. 

Mr, HENRY COHEN seconded the motion, which was carried. 

Mr. ISAAC GOLDSTONE, the Treasurer, in moving the adoption of the 
balance-sheet, congratulated Messrs. Nove and Marks, who had collected 
large amounts towards the completion of the Home for Incurables. 
Thanks were also due in that connection to members of the Committee 
and some of the subscribers. The future upkeep of the combined 
Institution, said the Treasurer, was a serious item. He estimated an 
expenditure of about £5,000 during the next twelve months, whilst their 
subscriptions only amounted to £1,400, and other items might bring the

| Anglo-Jewish Association. 

The rooms of the Jewish Institute were crowded on Sunday last, 
when a public meeting was held to re-establish the local branch of the 
Association. Lord ROTHSCHILD presided, and was supported by Messrs. 
O. E. d@'’Avigdor Goldsmid, Joseph Prag, J.P., Nathan Laski, J.P., 
I, Cansino, L. L. Zossenheim, and the Rey. Dr. J. Abelson. | 

Speaking of its educational ‘aspect, the CHAIRMAN said that the 
Association had made it its special object to support Jewish schools in 


countries outside Great Britain. There was a great need not only for — 


improving the existing schools, but also for starting others. This was a 
fact of special importance because, in order to become a good citizen, a 
man must previously have acquired a good education as a preliminary 
outfit. Political questions were foreign to their discussion that day, but 


he could not help pointing out that the colonising of Palestine; espectally 


at the present time, was very vitally bound up with the splendid schools 


already established in Jerusalem and other cities in the Holy Land. 


One of the great objects of the Association was to kill the jibes 
of the anti-Semites. The most effective way of disposing of that 
libel was to support the educational endeavours of the Association. 
Lord Rothschild dilated further upon the part which the Association was 
playing in conjunction with the Deputies of British Jews, to secure the 
Minorities Treaties which were established in connection with the League 
of Nations for the protection of minor nationalities and religions. In 
helping the Association they would be helping not only Jewish people, 
but also other religious minorities. If the Jews of Leeds enrolled them- 
Belves that day as members of the Association, he felt sure that they 
would all have cause to be proud of its achievements in the past, aud 
would enable it to continue its future work with success. 

Mr. O. E. D’AVIGDOR-GOLDSMID said that the Association had been in 
existence for fifty-two years. It recognised the fundamental principle 
that all Jews were brothers. lor many years it had worked single- 
handed. Later it jomed the Deputies of British Jews and created the 
Joint Foreign Committee, which protected not only the rights, but a!s0 
the lives of Jews in countries where persecution was unfortunately 
prevalent. They owed a deep debt of gratitude to Mr. Lucien Wolf, who

do Rothachild School for Girls in Jerusalem, and had noticed how the 

girls were being trained not only to be good Jewesses, but also to be true 

triotic Palestinians. Leeds, in former days, had had a very flourishing 
ranch of the Association, and he wanted that branch to be revived. 

Mr. J. PRAG. J.P., said that Association was started by men who had 
¢homselves gone through the struggle for Jewish emancipation in England. 
It was the only Jewish “ Missionary Society,” though it did not, however, 
endeavour to convert Christians. Mr. Prag spoke of the enormous 
amount of representative work which the Association did. If Jews in 
England would be content to wrap themselves up in the mantle of 
isolation and disregard the terrible plight of so many of their coreligionists 
in some countries, then they were utterly false to Judaism. They, in 
London, often wondered why a great community like Leeds, with suck 
great workers, could have allowed its branch to dwindle away. 

Mr, NATHAN LASKI, J.P., said that the reason why the Association 
had not been supported in Lancashire and Yorkshire was because it waa 
formerly thought to be too exclusive, but he was glad to say that it was 
now more democratic. Mr. Laski paid a tribute to the noble work of 
Lord Rothschild and his family. He felt that Leeds ought to support the 
Association. It was a well-known phenomenon that when some of their 
people had prospered they took steps to cut themselves adrift and conceal 
their Jewish identity. It was in order to prevent this that they were 
desirous of popularising the work of the Association. Mr. Laski spoke 
further of his visits to the Beni-Israel School at Bombay, and of the 
progress made there, and concluded by paying a tribute to the communal 
work of Councillor H. Morris. | 

Mr, I. CANSINO said that the Association’s work In conjunction with 
the Alliance Israélite of Paris tended to create a bond of union between 
Jows all over the world. | 

Mr. L. L. ZCSSENHEIM also speke. 

Votes of thanks to Lord Rothschild and the other speakers were 
moved by the Rev.gDr. J. Abelson, M.A., and seconded by Mr. L. L. 
Zossenheim. 

Lord ROTHSCHILD, inreply, said that there might bo in ‘this country 
& certain amount of anti-Semitism, but there was one thing they could 
all say, and that was that never had the Jews been treated better than 
under the rule ofthe British Empire. Those Jews who said that they had 
failed to get on in consequence of anti-Semitism, in nine hundred and 
ninety-nine cases out of a thousand owed the failure to themselves. 
They did more harm to their English fellow-Jews by irritating the smali 
body of anti-Semites in this country and making them more active. —

Rothschild. After the ceremony of consecration had been conducted by 
the Rev. Dr. J. Abelson, the Chairman made an appeal for increased 
financial support.

If sufficient 
financial support was not forthcoming they would be compelled to reduce 
the number of their beds.

Lord RorHscHinD said that aithough he had no direct association 
with Leeds, he was interested in all Jewish activities throughout the 
country, It afforded him much pleasure to open a Jewish Hospital 
extension. Hospitals were one of the necossities of communal life, and 
it bshoves the community not only to establish hospitals, but to seé that 


they wero adequately maintained. The fact referred to by the Chair. 


man that the subscribers were so few. could only be due to a number of 
people having failed to realise their duties ascitizens. Not only had they 
failed in their duty, but they were doing injury to themselves, for by 
supporting the Hospital and getting sick people back to health and 
atrongth they wore increasing the producing power, and therefore the 
prosperity, of the whole community. 

Thanks were accorded to Lord Rothschild on the motion of Mr, Lyla 
Goodman, seconded by the Rev. Dr. J. Abelson. 

Lord ROTHSCHILD, in reply, said that he was'President of the London 


Jewish Hospital, and he well remembered the tremendous opposition which 


the establishment of that institution brought about. But he had alwaya 


- felé that the people who opposed that Hospital, and who opposed the 


principle of specific Jewish institutions, had entirely failed to grasp tho 
meaning of them. They had opposed them on the ground that by Jews 


‘trying to cut thomselves off and making themselves conspicuous as being 


different from the other British citizens, anti-Semitism would be 
encouraged. He had always felt that that was a wrong view to take. 
The poorer Jews, for whom such institutions were- provided, felt that 
they could not maintain their Jewish habits and that they were 
not properly understood in the general hospitals. He was sure that 
such institutions did not lead to a definite separation of the Jewish 
community from other citizens of Great Britain, but rather tended to 
show that the Jews themselves felt that their poorer coreligionista 
required, when sick and needy, to be looked after by their own people, and 
not thrown as a burden on the rest of the community. 

After Lord Rothschild had taken his departure for Malton, Mr. 
NATHAN LASKI, J.P., outlined the way in which the Manchester Jewish 
Hospital was conducted. One distinguishing feature of that hospital, to 
sald, was the fact that the doors were open to both Jews and non-Jews. 
Feeling aure that the Jowsa of Leeds were always gonerously disposed 
towards every cause of charity, he carnestly appealed to them not only 
to support their presentinstitution, but if possible to extend its usefulness 


by introducing an X-ray department and other up-to-date equipment. Ho 
was of the opinion that the best service they could render in the future 


would be to donate asumof money large enough to build an institution two 
or three times as big as the one in which they were at present located, 
Mr. J. PRAG, J.P., said that whereas the Jewish sick poor undoubtedly 
gecured the same kind treatment in the general hospitals as was given to 
patients of other denominations, he nevertheless held that what most 
orthodox Jewish patients felt was that they were more likely to secure 


beneficial results to their health by being housed in a Jewish environment. 


The Chairman of the Hospital, Mr. R. CAMRASS, referred to the long 
connection with their hospital of the late Alderman and Mrs, Jacob 
Moser, of Bradford. He paid a tribute to the Leeds Workpeople's 
Hospital Fund, whose ready sympathy and help they greatiy appreciated. 
Mr. Camrass read a list of donations which had already been promised, 
reaching a total of nearly £1,500, and appealed for farther subscriptions 
and donations. 

Mr, M. LG, LYTTLETON, Chairman of the Finance Committee, said thas 
the amounts so far received in donations was insufficient. | 


Mr. K&LU, of the Workpeople’s Hospital Fund, said that he had the |

CCII.—Rosh Hashana and Internationalism, 

My DEAR Cousin, | 
I was talking to a friend recently, and, as was only natural at the 
present time of year, it was not long before we were exchanging views 
on the real inwardness of the Solemn Season: Solem indeedit was atone 
time—-grimly solemn, when the pious Jew left his warm bed before cock. 
crow to humble his soul before his Maker, reciting Penitentiary Poems, 
To us of this generation, the grimness may appear overdone. How many 
people rise to Selichet now? Have the Selichot, has the Selichot spirit, 
any appeal in our own day? The question should not bo avoided. To 
some it may appear that the problem of reconstructing Palestine ig 
far more vital than the recitation of Selichot. With others religious 
enthusiasm has become so'attenuated that Selichot leave them unmoved, 
Deplore it as we will, the old “awefulness” of this Solemn Season no 


longer bears sway in our midst. Rosh Hashana is but a lingering tradition, | 


Those who seldom participate in public prayer hasten to secure a seat in 
some synagogue (or synagogue-substitute) for New Year’s Day and Kippur, 
The tendency needs to be encouraged. But‘some observers may say the 
soul of Rosh Hashana is dead. Dead? Dowe not send greetings to 


each other—often over-elaborate, but always expressing our individual. 


personality and outlook? Do we not, many of us, keep alive the 
Symbolism of the Day, dipping apples in honey, casting our sins into the 
flowing river in an histrionic make-believe, and listening:to the raucous 


sounds of the ram’s horn? 


Some will say these things have their value. They link the genera. 
tions each to each. They shouid be retained even if they havo 
degenerated into empty formalism. Others hold that by itself this 
ceremonial is worth little. But when it is associated with the grand 
lesson of Rosh Hashana, the sublimity- of the greater fact makes the lesser 
facts tolerable. What is this grand lesson ? 

As my friend and I talked, I confessed to him ‘that, ever since I can 
remember, I have always been impressed: by and more 


especially by the passage mwy> nnx 055 wy. 


At the Solemn Season the Jew prays that all creation may form 
one band. That in itself would make the prayer magnificent. But 
it goes further. Creation is to'form one band to do God's will. Trans- 
lated into modern language, what is this but the expression of the hope 
of a universal League of Righteousness? Such a League would make 
glad the righteous—‘“ Tien shall the righteous see and be glad, and the 
upright'shall exult, and the pious triumphantly rejoice, while iniquity 
shall close her mouth, and ali wickedness shall be wholly consumed |ilc 
smoke, when Thou makest the dominion of arrogance to pass away from 
the earth.” 

At the most ‘solemn season of the year the Jew stresses not 
righteous Jew, not the pious Jew, not the upright Jeow—but the righteous, 
the pious and the upright throughout the world. There is no pitying 
reference here, as in that famous Anglican Good Friday prayer, to 
‘Turks, Jews, and Infidels.” Judaism is large-hearted, and it is as well 
that one day at least in the Jewish Calender is devoted to trumpeting 
forth a truth which the world still needs to learn. Judaism has always 


stood for this kind of internationalism. To the Mountain of the Lord's . 


House (in Isaiah’s vision) all nations should flow; and in the opinion 
of the Talmudic Rabbis the righteous of all peoples shall have a share in 
the world to come. This conception may be found expressed throughout 
‘Rabinnic literature, and often it takes on a delightful aspect. One such 
I can recall. It is inthe Midrash to Psalm 146, where it is stated that 
“The Lord loveth the righteous.” Why does Ged love the righteous’ 
the Midrash asks, and at once provides the answer. Because their good- 


ness is not inherited. No man can be a Cohen or a Levite if his father 


‘before him was not a Cohen or a Levite. But if a man desires to bo 
righteous, be his origin what it may, be he Jew or Gentile, it lies within 
his power. The righteous do not spring from a particular family, tribe, 
or race; they reach perfection through their own efforts. 

Rosh Hashana may thus be described as the Festival of the League of 
Nations. In the Jewish view there is room in the world for all 
nationalities, who should form a. single group to do God’s will and s0 
live by righteousness. “It is not walls but men that make a city,” 
so the Greek orator said long ago; and “it is not space and population 
but a sense of great things experienced in the past and greater ying 
before in the future,” which constitutes the soul and consciousness of 4 


pation, as the modern commentator continued. 


Until quite recently the matter ended here. There. was nothing 
‘beyond the nation. Despite “the one group to do Thy will” for which 
the Jew has prayed for centuries, the units continued isolated, and more 
often than not hostile. But at last the great Jewish doctrine is gaining

CHICKEN ENTREES. 


Frieassee of Chicken. 
Remains of roast. or boiled 


One onion 
chicken. Lemon jaice. 
Vegetable margarine, 1 oz. Four poached eggs. 
Flour, 1 oz. Bippets of toast. 
Stock. 4 pint. 


ning. 


REMOVE the meat from the bones, and cut it into small dice. Break 


up the bones, and place them in a saucepan with the onion and season- 
ing. Adda pintoft water, and let simmer for an hour or longer. 


Melt the margarine in a saucepan. Add the flour, and then gradually 


stir in half a pint of stock made from the chicken bones; bring to the > 


boil and simmer for three or four minutes. Add a teaspoonful of lemon 
juice, and season to taste; then add the diced chicken, and let it 
thoroughly heat through for about fifteen minutes, but do not let it boil 
again. Then pour into an entrée dish, arrange some neatly poached eggs 
down the centre, and garnish with sippets of toast around. 


Chicken in Batter. 


Remains of a cooked chicken. Chopped onion and parsley. 
Salad oil. Frying batter, 
Lemou juice. Fat for frying. 


CuT the cold chicken into neat joints. Mix two tablespoonfuils of 
salad oil with the juice of a lemon and a teaspoonful each of finely 
chopped onion and parsley, and season well. Lay the pieces of chicken 
in this mixture for half an hour, turning them occasionally. Then dip 


them in frying batter, and fry in boiling fat or oil a nice golden brown. 


Chicken with Macaroni and Tomato Sauce. 
One chicken. Lemon juice. 
Macaroni,.2 Ib. Beasoning. 
Tomato purée, 1 pint. | 
BoH: the chicken for abont half an hour; then add the macaroni, and — 
boll, for another twenty minates. Then, strain off the broth. Cut the . 


chicken into neat jointa and the macaroni-in short lengths.. Pour over 
the tomato sauce, add the juice of half a lemon, season to taste, and — 


simmer gently fcr three-quarters of an hour. 


Dripping, 2 oz. Seasoning. 

Two onions, Cooking sherry. 

Two carrots. 

Cut the chicken into joints, and tie it together again. Melt the . 

dripping in a casserole. Cut up the onions and carrots, and brown them 


nicely in the dripping ; then putin the chicken. Add a cup of stock, and 


cook on top of the stove (with the Hd on) until tlhe chicken is lightly — 


browned on both sides. Then add half a pint of thickened stock, and 
place in the oven, and cook gently for an hour or more—according to the 
size and age of the bird. About a quarter of an hour before serving, 
adda little cooking sherry and remove all fat from the gravy. Serve in 
the. removing the string before to table. 


Egg and Lemon Sauce. for Boiled Chicken. 


Yolk of Sugar, 4 teaspoonful. 
Chieken 4 pint. 


GRATE the rind of the lemon, and add it with the sugar to the 


. chicken broth, and bring to the boil. Mix the cornflour with the lemon 


juice; pour on the stock, and simmer gently for ten minutes, keeping it 
well stirred. Mix the yolk of the egg with a teaspoonful of cold water. 
Remove the sauce from the fire, and after it has cooled meey beat in 


_ the yolk, and do not let it boil again.

“ Phe day is short; and: the work is great, and the labourers are 
sluggish, and the reward is much, and the Master of the house is 
urgent. Itis not thy duty to complete the work, but neither art thou 
free to desist from it.’—Ethics of the Fathers, I1., 20. 21.

Do you subscribe to the view that there

| “In a sense there is a United Synagogue

“Tt is inevitable, because we are a mixed community consisting of © 
many different elements, and that perhaps gives rise to the idea that— 
London is not loyal to the general minkag. Even synagogues that. 


subscribe to the more universal rite, such as the Great, the Dalston, and 
Btoke Newington Synagogues, differ greatly from one another. I think 
Binger’s Prayer Book has been a wonderful influence for good, inasmuch 
as it presented a good and correct uniform text on the one hand and a 
good English rendering of the prayers on the other. It has helped many 
people with a deficient knowledge of Hebrew to appreciate the beauties 
of the service, and a similar service is now being rendered by the new 


Machzor. Modern young English Jews are well acquainted with English ~ 


literature and appreciate the fine style in both these renderings.” 
| MORE KNOWLEDGE. 
Do you find any signs of religious decay ? 
“On the contrary, I have noticed for many yoars & continual 
improvementin religious conditions in London, because there has been a 
growth of Jewish knowledge, which did not existin the early days. The 


Btandard of teaching has risen greatly all round in the religion classes, 


and the establishment of Yeshiboth in London and certain provincial 

centres is a new and welcome phenomenon. There is an increasing 
number of young Jewish students of pedagogy, law, medicine, etc., who 
watch Jewish movements and pursue Jewish studies with great zeal. 

Young people, moreover, seem much keener in Becoming regular seat- 

holders in the Synagogue, and thus enter in the communal polity. Such 
types were formerly hardly known here.” | 

THE YESHIBOTH., 

Has there been religious growth as well as growth of knowledge ? 

“T believe there has. Religious feeling is deeper, because it is based 
on deeper knowledge of Judaism, and therefore deeper Jewish sympathies, 
Tho Yeshiba movement is important from this poiat of view. In this 
connection I should like to express the hope that an institution like the 
Yeshibath Etz Chaim is not going to aim mainly at producing Ministers. 
If it does, it will greatly reduce its utility and lay ttaelf 
open to the failures that beset Jews’ College. Let me explain 

‘The aim of a Yeshiba is to produce a generation of Jews who 
have been brought into direct contact with the sources of 
Judaism, and who leave the institution with a love for Hebrew literature ;

Do you suggest that the “ Yom Kippur Jow™ or the “ two-days-a-year 

“T think it is a pity to measure the Jew only by synagogue 
attendance. To my mind a great deal of mischief is done by the 
continual reference to the so-called ‘ Yom Kippur Jew,’ because it 
suggests to many people that they are too bad to be included in the 
congregation of Israel, and they let themselves drift away. I have 
found very often that people who are not regular synagogue-goers 
are nevertheless very good Jews both in their sentiments and their 
actions. Judaism is a system of life, and not merely a system of prayer. 
People stay away from synagogué for various reasons, not necessarily 
because they are out of sympathy with the synagogue service asit cxists, 
or with the Jewish religious principles in which they have been brought 
up. Their outer laxity does not necessarily form a criterion of their lack 
ofinner spirituality. Similarly, the conformity of ‘observant’ Jewa is 
not necessarily a criterion of their real spiritual condition. Generally 
speaking, I have found that people who are unobservant appreciate a 
Jewish service rendered reverentiaily, and that it is possible to set 
vibrating again the Jewish chords of their being that may have Iain 
dormant for a long time, The revival of chazanuth, attested by the 
extraordinary enthusiasm evoked by recitals of Jewish sacred music 
recently, is confirmation of what I have in mind. When at my classes 
we gave a practical demonstration of the Seder Service many parents 


“came, and I believe a number of them rendered the Seder in their own 


homes from which it had been absent. 
| JEWISH CEREMONIAL. 
“One of the reasons for any lack of Jewish observance that may 
exist,” Dayan Lazarus went on to say, “is a lack of appreciation of the 


‘poetic side of Jewish ceremonial, and Jewish teachers would be render. 


ing a service in bringing out this factor. The Shulchan Aruch, & much. 
maligned book, seems very dry when it is studied as the sole source of 
information regarding Jewish observace> ; but once there is appreciation 
of the sources from which the author of the Shulchan Aruch compiled his 
wonderful code the book becomes teeming with interest. The necessity 
of bringing out the spiritual side of Jewish observance was felt by the 
leader of the Chassidic sect known as the Chabad 
to which my venerable colleague, Dayan Chaikin, belongs. An edition 
of the Shulchan Aruch compiled by the founder of that sect, Rabbi 


Sbniur Zalman, is brimful of the most beautiful spiritual lessons. We | 


want to get rid of superstition and mere formalism, and appreciate the 


beauties of Jewish observance as set forth, for instance, in that 


admirable book, the Rev. Morris Joseph's ‘Judaism as Creed and Life,’ 
although written from a ‘reform’ standpoint. Traditional Judaism rests 


on a firm, rational, and spiritual basis. In conclusion,” Dayan Lazarus 


declared,. ‘let me proclaim myself as a pronounced optimist in regard to 
the state of English Judaism.”

TO THE EVITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


' §rr,—What is the exact meaning of the words 779 335 which 
occur in that solemn and soul-stirring piywt in the Rosh Hashana and 
Yom Kippur Ritual beginning with the words FON AINs1? The answer 
is by no means simple. Phe usual rendering is “as a herd of sheep,” the 
idea being that just as the shepke<d takes note of each of his flock, so 
does the Great Shepherd on the Day of Judgment look into the deods of 
each of His children and apportion their lots for the coming year. This 
interpretation receives added weight from the words which immediately 
follow TYTY AY MWpas, “as the shepherd mustereth his flock,” etc. 

But does 71 really mean “sheep”? Though it is gemerally so accepted, 
it ia by no means conclusive. The word is discussed in the Talmud 
(Rosh Hashana 18a), and three opinions are given. By an anonymous 
Amora it is traced te the Aramic NON, which means 4 
sheep. Resh Lakish opposes this view. He holds that 771 is ths 


name of a place, and explains it 7a “as the ascent 


Beth Meron.” Meron (the modern village of Merun) was a townlet in 
Upper Galilee situated on a steep mountain. The ascent to it was s0 
narrow that it could be approached only in single file. Two could not 
walk abreast toit. Even as Meron could only be reached singly, so in 


these austere days are the actions of cach of us, singly and individually, 
taken into account!.. 


Yet a third interpretation is given by Rav Yehuda in the namo of 
Samuel. 719325, says that authority, means Items Sw 
“as the troops of the House of David,” as soldiers marshalled for inspec- 
tion by their royal master. How does this sage come to connect 772 33 
with ‘a troop of soldiers”? He evidently knew Greek, and did with tho 
two words what Dalman didin recent days. He wnited them, and made 
them read 71791335 (»08¢90) “as with a troop of soldiers.” 

The underlying idea in the three explanations is, of course, the sam¢, 
but as a translation of the two words the last seems to be the best. »

Windows were broken, and shops owned by Jews were plundered. 
Patrols, assisted by the Jewish Self-Defence Companies, restored order, 
The Rumanian Minister of Justice and the Minister for War have 
arrived in Jassy im order to give their personal attention to the measures 
ordered by the Government for dealing with an expected outbreak of 
Fear of new disturbances has. been 
aroused by the latest proclamations of the notorious Professor Cuza, who 


is again summoning meetings of anti-Semitic students, 


The teachers in the Jewish schools in Rumania were recently ordered 


to submit themselves to an examination in the Rumanian language, 


history, and geography. Only a week’s notice of the examination was

Greek Government's Anti-Semitic Measure. 


[From owr Correspondent.]} SALONIKA, 


Mr. Montesser, the delegate of the Joint Distribution Committee, 
announces that the sum of 20,000 dollars is to be allotted to this com- 
munity for the purpose of issuing loans for the construction of houses for 
the victims of the fire of 1917. The sum is lent on the condition that the 
community raises 5,000 dollars for the same purpose. The loans will be 
granted, and will be payable, in dollars, and will bear interest for the 
first year at 9 per cent. and for subsequent years at 7} per cent. The 
community undertakes to repay the “Joint” the 20,000 dollars in ten 
years. Mr. Montesser has also placed at the disposal of the community 
the sum of 3,000 dollars for the purchase of sewing-machines for the 
Girls’ Professional School. : 

In the great fire of 1917, Jews were the principal sufferers. In 
rebuilding the city, the Government issued to those whose property had 
been destroyed bonds to correspond to the value of their property. 
Subsequent governments came to an arrangement with the owners of the 
destroyed property whereby, in purchasing new lands or buildings, they 


would be permitted to pay from 30 to 70 percent. of the purchase price, - 


according to arbitration, in these bonds. It must be remembered that 
the bonds were issued at a time when the value of the drachma was 
In the Third Sector, the commercial centre 
of the city, a decision has now been taken which will have the effect of 


preventing Jews from owning shops and premises. It has been decided that 


in this district only 10 per cent. of the purchase price shall be paidin bonds, 
and thatthe whole of the remainder must be paid in drachmas, the value 
of which is now 400 per.ecent. lower than at the time of the issue of the 
bonds. The anti-Semitic nature of this measure is shown by the fact 
that 75 per cent of the destroyed property in this district was owned by 
Jews. Writing on this spbject, the non-Jewish journal, L’ Opinion, says:

Jewish Immigration to South Africa. 
Minister for the Interior on Deputies’ Resolutions. 


- The Cape Times,on August 8th, published an interview with Mr, 
Duanean, the South African Minister for the Interior, on the subject of 


the resolutions protesting against the exclusion of Jewish immigrants 


which were passed at the fifth Congress of the South African Jewish 
Board of Deputies at Pretoria. 

Mr. Dancan emphasised that nothing had been done applying 
peculiarly to the Jews. The sole object of the regulations was to 
prevent a large influx of people who would be dependent on getting 
employment when the labour market was already overstocked; and ha 
applied to Jews precisely the same regulations, and in the same spirit, 
as applied to other people who desired to enter the Union. The Minister 
had power, if he considered a particular immigrant undesirable, to 
prohibit him from entering. As a matter of fact, the number sent back 
was not very large.

50% per cent. of the total populationo! Palestine are Mobam- 
medans. who are popularly described as Arabs. | The trae Arabs are the 
Bedouin, whose total ie estimated at 102,521. Politically they are not of 
much importance The agricultural labours, the fellahian of the villages, 
Giffer from the Bedouin in type, and the middie :nd upper Mosiem 
classes again differ in type from them. Zhe upper and middle classes, 
the Effendi. are highly civilised, and they, and also the fellahin, are very 
politically minded. Extracts from publications—not the most moderate 
ones—dealing with Palestine are spread all over the country, and when 
the J¢uith Caycnicle May 2, 1921) claimed for the Jews the right to 
make Palestine “as Jewish ae Eogland is Eoglish,”* the phrase was 
repeated in every Arab village. No Palestine Government could afford to 
neglect or to ride roughshod over Arab susceptibiities. 

The Christian Arabs number probably about 50,000. They belong for 
the most part to the Orthodox Church. They are better educated than 
the Moslem Arabs. with whom they make common cause against the 
Zionista. In fact, the Christian Arabe are the leaders. They run the 
Arab Press. and are prominent in the Moslem-Christian Association. 
Then there are the Drases, Samaritans. Baha'is. and Metawilehs, who 
are too few in numbers to possess any noticeable political importance. 

The Arab lacks certain important qualities. He asserts tbat 
wherever the Turk sets his foot desert replaces fertility; but mast not 
the Arab share a like blaime to a less degree? Mesopotamia, Syria, 
Egypt, Tripoli, Mauritania, exemplify one and the same phenomenon— 
the paralysing hand of the Arab. Nota single impulse, however small, 
ba¢e the Arab given to the material development of the modern world. 

The Arabs are 7* per cent. of the popniation of Palestine. The Jews, 
the next largestiactor, are about 11 06 per cent. The Jews in Palestine, 
the predominantly and growingly Zionistic, are far from unanimous. To 
begin witb. there are the old orthodox Jews. bornin Palestine, who are 
Sephardim. The Zionists regard them as traitors: them regard the 
Zioniste as atheists. They claim to have in Jerusalem 1,500 males over 
twenty years of age. They are not increased by immigration. They are 
supported by no inconsiderablie number of Jews throughout the world, but 
the forces of progress work against them, and the future is not theirs. 

fter these come the pre-war immigrants settled on the land by the 
generosity of Baron Edmond de Rothschild. through the agency of the 
lea. They employ Arab labour, and their relations with the Arabs have 
always been good. The bulk of them come from Eastern Europe. There 
are also the Yemenites, who are employed by the Jews of European 
origin on about the same footing as Arabs. 

The balk of the post-war Zionist immigrants likewise come from 
Eastern Europe, but they aré very different in ideal from the pre-war 
group They are marked by “ boundiess idealism, intensity, courage, and 
tenacity.” They are for the most part young men under thirty years of 
age, and in politice they tend towards extreme radicalism. They bave 
created an atrsosphere in which it is said the incoming Jews are rapidly 
de-Judaised. A very few of them were Boisheviks, and have been 
deported from the country, but the bulk of the newcomers are ready for 
extreme sociai experiments. A considerable proportion of them are well 
educated, brought up and adapted to some professional career. They go 
to work on the land, or even at road-making or other unskilled labour, 
and do not complain. The post-war immigrants will mever be revolua- 
tionary ; their obvious tendency is tc become solid peasant proprietors 
and yeoman farmers, readily and efficiently co-operative. ora 


V.—The Arab Case. 

A genuine fear of possibile future Jewish domination existe through- 
out the Arab community. It is becoming less acute as the Government's 
im partiality is demonstrated, but only time and experience will extinguish 
it. Itis a sentiment with which the Government has to reckon. 

The Moderate Arabs as a whole have confidence in the British 
Administration. The prestige for rectitude which Sir Herbert Samuel 
has won from Jew and Arab alike isa great asset to the Government. 
What the Moderate Arabs apprehend is not Hebrew dominance. but a 
great social change which Jewish infiltration may be expected to bring 
about, They claim that the Jews are making people discontented and 
setting class against class. Everyone now has to work harder than 
before. Theold peace of country life has gone. A further group of com- 
plaints is concerned with legislation. much of which the Arabs regard ag 
irritating and incomprehensible. Many of the effendis are convinced that 
the policy of the Government is to make them sell their lands. so that the 
Jews may buy them. Other grievances of the Arabs are the recognitiow 
of Hebrew as an official language. with its attendant complications, 
particularly in the law courts, and the allegation that the Government 
pursues a pro-Zionist policy. | 

Broadly speaking, the Arab case against, Zionism resolves itself into 
two main categories: fear of Jewish dominance, and conservatism against 
the invasion of modern ideas. The Arab regards the Jew as possessing 
an iOfair handicap. He is better educated, better skilled, better equipped 
than the Arab. The Arab claims that he should havea chance of putting 
bimself on a level with the incoming Jew. It makes the Arab boil with 
indignation when he is told that there will always be room for his folk in 
Palestine as unskilled labourers in the employ of the Jews. So long ag 
this fear is dominant in the Arab mind the political situation in Palestine 
will be unstable. 

The other fundamental objection of the Arab to post-war iti 
is that he likes his old, simple jife; the com of we 
high civilisation do not attract him. The Jew is typically modern: the 
Arab is the reverse. The Jew is a disturbing element, and it is evident 
that the forces of development are on his side. Whether the Jew in 
time becomes more numerous than the Arab or whether he remaing 
permanently in a minority, the civilisation he brings, with him will 
assuredly displace the old-world civilisation of the Arab, — 


Vi.—The Zionist Case, 


In Palestine the Jewish type disappears, because the Jew is not @ 
stranger among the rest. In Palestine it is not his Jewishness. but hig 
Occidentalism that is noticeable. Herein lies the crux of the Zionist 
problem. Ifthe Jew went castward te become an Arab there would be 
no trouble. But he claims the right to settle there with all his Western 
habits and his Western standard of living. He is determined to make 
a national home, and his notion of a home is not the Arab’s. | 

So long as the Jows were universally downtrodden the Return could 
be to them only a distant hope in their darkness.

Hussein, officially accepted the proposals of the Zionist Organisation ag 
moderate and proper. The core of the Zionist case is that they have this 
promise, and they expect it to be fulfilled. 

- Among the Zionists, as among the Arabs, are extremists and moderates, 
The extremists bad their day when the new immigration began. The 
Zionist Organisation, recognised in the Mandate, regarded itself as an 
imperium in imperio. This mood threw back the realisation of some 
Zionist hopes for a generation. The Jewish leaders swiftly perceived the 
mistake the rank and tile were making, and moderation came to direct 
the policy. Not that they have for a moment abandoned the rights inter- 
nationally secured to them and expressed in the Mandate, but that they 
are content to admit the more precise definition of -the vague terms of the 
Declaration in a sense less terrifying to the Arabs and more easily within 
the range of practical politics. 

if the Arabs find plenty of occasion to criticise the British Adminis- 
tration, the Zionists are not without their discontents. For instance, 
they consider themselves unfairly treated in the matter of education, 
Tbe Jews in their schools teach all subjects in Hebrew, so that in no 
case, under present conditions, would Arabs send their children to 


ordinary Zionist schools. The Government will not accept these Zionist — 


schools as official. It treats them as voluntary schools, and gives them 
the same small capitation grant given to other schools of that category. 
The Jews thus pay some £100,000 for their own schools, and they have 
to contribute, like all the rest of the population, towards the £100,000 or 
so which is spent on Government schools. Then again, the Zionist Organ- 
isation, claiming that itis the official representative body of the Jews in 
Palestine, desires to be permitted to levy a tax upon the Jewish popula- 
tion for funds to be spent for the benefit of the community. The ortho- 
dox Jews refuse to pay such a levy, and the Government has not 
authorised it. An ordinance has been issued providing for a tax on 
unleavened bread, and the legality of thislevy is now being tested in 
the law-courts. 

The Zionists, with the best will in the world, cannot be expected to 
have the interests of the whole country continuously and single-mindedly 
in view. A Government, especially a British Government controlled by 
the Colonial Office in London, determined to act fairly as between the twe 
races, will of necessity move but slowly and will tend to retard the pace 
of Zionist development. If the Zionists, both leaders and immigrants, 
were not passionate idealists, the movement for return would not have 
arisen and taken practical form. The immigrants, most of them young, 
have not come to better their condition of life and carve out for themselves 
a materially richer career than the birthland seemed to offer. The sati¢- 
faction to which they look forward is the accomplishment of a high 
purpose, the rebuilding of the broken fabric of their race. They demaud 
of the Mandatory Power help, and not hindrance, in the accomplishment 
of their self-imposed task. 2 


VIl.—New Zionist Colonies. 


To bring Palestine back to that state of gardened fertility which it 
perhaps possessed in the days of the Romans, the Zionists will need to 
spend some £1,000,000 a year fox from fifty to one hundred years. The 


pivot of present and future Zionist accomplishment is and must remain 


efficiency in settling people on the land and developing intensive agricul- 
ture. Mere ‘grain-crops will not re-people Palestine. It is, therefore, of 
interest to examine the agricultural settlements or colonies of Jews which 
already exist. 

Numerous Communistic experiments have been undertaken by groups 
of emancipated immigrants. Some of these experiments have already 
failed. Some are moribund. A few seem to possess power to survive for 


some time longer, On the whole, however, the Communistic colonies are | 


less successful than the individualistic. No colony settled upon the 
neglected lands with which the immigrants have to deal can expect to 


be self-supporting under five years, so that either a colony must be formed - 


of individuals possessing capital or it must be supported by outside con- 
tributicns. All the Communistic settlements have been thus supported, 
Although subsidised Communism is merely a luxury of economic research, 
it would be a mistake to despise these éxperiments in new social com- 
bivations. Present-day Zionist immigrants are likely to be enthusiasts, 
Only by enthusiasts, indeed, can the hoped-for National Home be built, 
Communism is possibly helpful to them at the start, but in proportion ag 
their enterprise succeeds the Communistic scaffolding is likely to be 
discarded. 
Co-operation, on the other hand, possesses permanent vitality, and has. 
a great future. It is adopted in various forms by the most individualistic 
groups, and it has achieved promising success. There is a co-operative 
body of orange-growers in Jaffa which includes Arabs and Jews on equal 
terms, and the two races find no difficulty in working together when they 
have a common economic incentive. | 
Enthuslasm is a great force, but in the nature of thing: it is tem- 
porary and liable to pass away only too quickly. It behoves Zionism to 
avail itself to the utmost of this asset while it ean, Most of the 
immigrants depend upon the charity of their race in other lands to supply 
the deficiency in their earnings. If the faith of Jewry holds out long 
enough, and supplies are renewed without break, the Zionist effort can 
succeed. |

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most highly beneficial to the country. The colonies are incalculably in 
advance of the old Arab villages, and the agriculture of the settlers is 
equally ahead of the agriculture of the indigenous population. Every 
new colony is a centre of advance in the standard of life. If racial 
antagonism could be allayed, and if the progress of the close settlement 
of Jewish immigrants on the land could be steadily but not too rapidly 
maintained, the effect would be to improve the economic condition of 
the fellahin and toenrich Arab landed proprietors. 


IX.—Business Enterprises. 


The winemaking settlement of Rishon-le-Zion stands oué as excep- 
tional among the Jewish colonies in Palestine. Forty years ago this 
enterprise was started by Baron Edmond de Rothschild. It has beena 
marked success. There are some 5,000 acres under vines, and upwards 
of 800 families are supported by the industry. The wine factory is 
supplied with grapes by all these vineyards, and profit is distributed on a 
co-operative basis. The factory is said to be the second largest wine 
factory in the world, and the undertaking has been in the hands of the 
best French experts from the beginning. 

The wine factory of Rishon is an example of a new industry created 
in Palestine by the Jews, and itis by no means unique. There has been 
opened and brought into active operation a factory of silicate bricks in 
Jaffa, which finds full demand for its present output in Tel-Aviv. The 
pro-Jerusalem Society is doing excellent work in recalling into activity 
local crafts that were dead or in immediate danger of atrophy. There is 
a factory of glazed tiles and vessels of glazed earthenware; artistic 
weaving has been attempted, is in abeyance, and will be tried again; and 
the Zionists have set on foot several other minor industries of a non- 
artistic character. They are, however, handicapped by the high cost of 
power. The one possible source of energy is water-power, and the future 
of the country, except as a land of farmers, depends upon the wise use 
of that resource. 

The Rutenberg scheme is primarily an irrigation project, and 
secondarily an undertaking to provide electrical power. It is proposed 
to dam back a portion of the Jordan Stream, and one of its affluents, the 
Yarmuk, below the Sea of Galilee, and to conduct the waters along two. 
canals carried at the base of the hills following the upper edge of alluvial 
valley floor. By this means the whole valley can be brought back into 
intensive cultivation, and water can also be carried to the plain of 
Esdraelon and other thirsty areas. It is also intended to use the Sea of 
Galilee as a reservoir, by deepening the valley below it. The possible 


Output of the scheme will be ten times more than the initial demand is

There is another enterprise, known as the Kabbara concession. 
Before the war, a concession was granted to the Jewish Colonisation 
Association to drain a strip of land, in area about 5,000 acres, swampy, 
scrubby, and malarious, in the northern part of the Sharon plain, from 
near Cesarm1 upto Athlit. The concession has now been revived and 
granted to the same body. About 2,000 fever-stricken Arabs graze their 
buffaloes on this land, and practice a basket-making industry, producing 
& profit of about £400 yearly. If the land were drained it would be some 
of the richest agricultural land in Palestine. The displaced population 


are offered ample compensation; nevertheless the plan is regarded by 
the Arabs with the utmost hostility. 


It cannot be denied that Palestine offers plenty of opportunity for - 


such commercial enterprises, and that they may afford a livelihood toa 
considerable body of intelligent, hard-working immigrants. 


| X.—Ways of Development. 

In 1922 the imports into Palestine amounted to a little oves 
£E5,500,000, and the exports to rather more than £61,250,000. The 
adverse trade balance of £E£4,250,000 is not altogether a truthful reflection 
of the facts. Firstly, the imports are swollen, to what extent is doubtful 
by the value of the considerable requirements of the military garrison 
and the stores purchased by the Government. Secondly, the real 
exports include, although the recorded figures do not, the merchandise 
going eastward to Transjordania, Irak, and Arabia, for there are no 
Customs houses along this eastern frontier, and trade across it is entirely 
free. Itis impossible to estimate what part of the adverse balance is 
thereby accounted for. 

Next in importance to the military expenditure in balancing the 
trade deficit is the money spent in Palestine by the Zionist and other 
Jewish organisations. It has amounted to not less than £1,000,000 a 
‘year on an average during the last four years. Whether the immigrants 
bring capital with them, or whether it is provided for them, the same 


- amount will be necessary if the National Home is to be formed. 


The tourist industry of a country, in so far as the tourists come into 
it from abroad, is equivalent to an export. The number of tourists at 
present visiting Palestine is reckoned at about 6,000. Both the pilgrim 
industry and the tourist industry are capable of large development. 
Before the war vast numbers of Russian pilgrims made Jerusalem their 
goal: individually they may have had little to spend, but collectively 
they were a valuable economic asset to Palestine. The present condition 
of Kussia interrupts the flow, and post-war Europe does not offer tc 


pilgrims the opportunities open to them in former days, but some day the 
Btream will flow again. 


With the development of rapid and convenient ecommunicitions 4 


Palestine has become much easier of access and of penetration than it 
‘was only a few years ago. Unfortunately, hotels are poorand expensive. 
One of the first minor occupations of the Government should be to fos'er 
the opening of reasonably good hotels in places where a travelier would

extent by foreign missionary and other Christian religious agencies, 
There are also schonis and hospitals, which are kept going by foreign 
munificence, and this stream of charity that flows towards the Holy Land 
is not likely to dry up. 

I! Palestine is ever to support in comfort a population of a few 
millions, it will require other industries besides agriculture. Such 
industrics wil) ne ver become important unless a large body of intelligent 
working men cap be brought together to actuate them. Such a body 
cannot be hoped for from the Arab population. The basis of Palestine’s 
prosperity, however, must be its agriculture. The soil contains’ great 
potential resources. It can yield quantities of fruit. Its wine industry 
has already been dealt witb, and it may prove to be an excellent country 
for the growth of tobacco. As a producing country for these things 
Palestine is still in its infancy. 

Xi,—Education. 


Among the multitude of widely differing schools in Palestine one 
common impressicn is produced—the brightness and apparent keenness 
of the children, from kindergartens upwards, and the cheerfulness of the 
teachers. The human material is evidently good. 

In the larger centres of population in Palestine there still exist a few 
Hebrew and Arabic schools of the old traditional type, in which the. 
teaching is based upor the Book and commentaries uponit. They aré 
daily losing ground, and as they diminish the raw materiai for Rabbis 
and even for Muftis tends to disappear. These schools are very poor in 
buildings and sanitation. 

Some efforts were made under the Turkish régime to supply 
elementary education of a more practical character, but the war put an 
end to these. It was the first task of the Education Department created 
by the British Administration to reopen them, improve their quality and 
add to their number. The Zionist Organisation has 142 elementary. 
schools, and with these the Government did not interfere. About 300 
gechools have been opened in the villages, the villages paying for the 
schools and the Government supplying the staff and materials. These 
Government village schools are attended by 17,445 Moslem children, . 
1,965 Christians, and 12 Jews, ; ie, 

’ The Zionist schools, which exist in every Jewish colony, aim at 
giving a higher level of education. They are attended almost exclusively 
by Jewish children, and the instruction is given in Hebrew. The Jews © 
have four training colleges for teachers. The tendency of the Zionist 
schools is to emphasise strong national ideas. It is only in the Jewish 
secondary schools that English is taught. The Alliance Israélite supports 
eight primary and secondary schools in Palestine. 

There are a large number cf Christian schools, three are maintained 
by the Anglican community in Jerusalem, and there is the English College, 
which is regarded as giving about the best teaching in Palestine. Then 
there are many other schools supported by the various Christian sects, 
Any of these schools may obtain the small Government capitation 
grant if it submits to inspection and reaches the elementary standard. © 

The Moslems maintain very few schools, with the exception of the 
They support only three schools of any importance— 
in Jerusalem, Nablus, and Haifa. They decline inspection, and are 
In all, there are in Palestine 154,980 children aged fourteen yeart or 
less. Fourteen per cent. of the Moslems, 60 per cent. of the Christians, 
and 82 per cent. of the Jews attend schoc. “he Government schools 
educate 52,162 children, the voluntary tchools 32.523 The Goverament 
expenditure for the year 1922-3 is put down at £15102,754. 

Technical education is not sc well developed. In this the Jews lead the 
way. There is a first-rate agricultural school near Jaffa that was founded 
by the Alliance Israélite sixty years ago, and is now said to be self- 
supporting; and there is a good technical school in Jerusalem. The 
Government has a technical schoo] at Tulkarem. Instruction in simple 
handicrafts is given in some town schools, and there is a technical side — 
to the Government secondary school at Haifa, which may soon develop 
into a separate institution. However, only the foundations of technical 
education in Palestine has been laid. 

XII.—British Interests.

German attack, and it must ever be from the side of Palestine that 
serious danger will come. If Great Britain were to abandon the — 
Palestine, mandate the French would be delighted to take it up, and. 
Until the League of 
Nations is strong enough to undertake the task, it must remain the duty 
of individual nations to assure indefeasible neutrality for the great 
highways of the world. 

The maintenancé of Great Britain’s hold over Palestine is thus of 
extreme importance to the whole of the Empire, and it becomes necessary 
to considér how Palestine can be most efficiently and least expensively 
held for strategic purposes. | 

So long as the present tension between.Jews and Arabs exists in 
Palestine, a British evacuation, which would be followed by internecine 
warfare, is a practical impossibility. Furthermore, neither Jew nor 
Arab in Palestine must be allowed to govern the other race. The policy 
of the Balfour Declaration, which has been adopted by the world, involves 
the maintenance in Palestine of an impartial outside authority fora period 
of time longer than it was possible to estimate. It is obvious, from the 
point of view of British interests, that the authority must be British. 

Had the Arab hopes been fulfilled and a great Arab federation created, 
the Arabs, instead of as now being anti-Semitic, would be anti- British.’ 
They would demand to stand absolutely alone and free from the control 
of foreign interests. The Suez Canal would then lie between an anti- 
British Syria and an anti-British Egypt. Should Egypt join with the 
Arab federation, the barrier of Islam would again be drawn across the 
main trade routes of the Western hemisphere. 

The colonisation of Palestine by the Jews presents no corresponding 
danger. So long as tho Jews are a minority in Palestine they depend for 
their existence on the protection of the mandatory Power, Should the 
Jews at any time become a majority in the country, they would still be 
dependent on the Mandatory for safety, for even a wholly Jewish Pales- 
tine would be an island of Jews surrounded on three sides by a sea of 
Arabs. The British Empire has everything to gain and nothing to lose 
by the establishment of a reasonably constructed, unaggressive National 
Home for the Jews in Palestine. | 

Racially, the Jews are Orientals, closely akin to the Arabs. Their 
material civilisation and much of their modes of thought are Western. 
Who knows but that it may be their function to explain East and West 
to one another and to form the needed link for uniting the two?

Workers Settlements in Palestine. 
From Mr. A. Yaetz (Secretary, The Workers’ Settlement, Jaffa, Tel-Aviv). 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sir,—Your organ shows a warm interest in problems of Jewish 
constructive life in Palestine, and several of its articles on Palestine 


problems have met with our best appreciation. 

We have read in the issue of Tammuz 15th, 5683 (June 29th, 1923), a 
letter from Mr. L. Bennett, and the observations made by you thereon seem 
to us to have been dictated by a very profound understanding of the vital 
and urgent problem of giving the Palestine worker the possibility of 
settling definitely and firmly on the soil. 

We take the liberty of sending you under this cover a copy of our 
Memorandum, submitted to the Thirteenth Zionist Congress, and hope 
that you will print it in am early issue, thus affording an opportunity 
of clearing up this matter from our point of view.

The following is a summary of the Memorandum referred to: 

Jewish colonisation activity was directed before the outbreak of the 
war essentially towards theincrease of the number and development of 
the Jewish agricultural positions. This policy has been maintained 
during the years of the occupation. 

Even during the last few years, however, it has become obvious that 
the prospects for extended colonisation work in Eretz Yisrael were very 
limited, and that the problem of the creation of work for thousands of 
immigrants desirous of entering the Country cannot be solved by means 
of agricultural colonisation. The existence of the workers inhabiting 
the Jewish colonies has become very precarious, and during the past 
year many of them have been obliged to leave the colonies. 

At the beginning of the civil government in Eretz Yisrael, many 
public works, such as roads, railways, etc., were executed, and 
employment was given to many thousands of Jewish immigrants. On 
the completion of these works, however, it seemed as if the sources of. 
employment were exhausted. No employment could be found for the 
thousands of workers living in Eretz Yisrael, and still less, of course, 
could it be supplied to those desirous of entering the country. | 

Immediately after the riots in May, 1921, the Jewish inhabitants of 
the mixed and purely Arab quarters of Jaffa began to collect within the | 
borders of the Municipality of Tel-Aviv, which became one of the mast 
important centres of the Yishub. This called into being a building 
activity such as had never before been witnessed in Eretz Yisrael, and in 
addition to the building activity proper several accessory industries 
sprang up, such as the manufacture of bricks, tiles, etc. 

In spite of the fact that the number of houses in Tel-Aviv increased 
very largely, rents, although they had decreased by thirty or forty per 
cent., remained very high, equalling about fifty per cent. of the normal 
earning capacity of a regularly employed skilled labourer. The housing | 
problem is thus a very acute one for the town workers, 

The Tel-Aviv market of victuals and of agricultural produce is 
dominated exclusively by the non-Jewish producers, and only very 
recently have the Jewish producers been able to secure a certain limited 
place on this market, especially in dairy produce. Many hundred 
pounds spent by the inhabitants of Tel-Aviv for the purchase of 
agricultural products are flowing into the possession of the non-Jewish 
producers, and never again return to the same national channels. The 

- position of the Jewish town and of the Jewish workers within it would 
be quite different were the town labourer offered the opportunity of 
settling on the land near the town. | 

The establishment of the Jewish town workers and of their families 
in the Workers’ Settlements, and the employment of these productive 
forces, lost until now, for the purpose of increasing the economic strength 
of the Jewish Yishwb, would form a very important stimulus for the 
immigration of fresh workers, and would serve as a most effective 
remedy against the emigration of Jewish working forces out of the 
country, which during the last months has attained to most disquietinig 


dimensions.

Balance of Trade in Palestine. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH OHRONICLE, 


S1r,—The interesting account of an interview with Colonel Kisch 
makes me smile again at the accusation that Palestine is oppressed, 
because against imports which Uolonel Kisch estimates at five and a half 
millions there have been exports estimated by some Palestine observer 
atonly £900,009. (The official report for 1922 states exports to have been 
worth £1,350,000, and confirms Col. Kisch’s figures of imports). 

Instead of this being regarded asa misfortune, a little reflection shews 
that it was a great advantage. If Palestine sent ont goods to the value of 
less than a million and imported goods to the value of five anda half 
millions, someone must have presented Palestine or lent toit more than four 
and a half million pounds in value of commodities ; or the profit on less than 
£1,000,000 exported must have been ata rate exceeding 350 per cent. For 
we know that there are no concealed exports from Palestine and noloans 


. made to the country at high interest. The comparison of imports and 


exports needs to be handled with knowledge and discretion like all other 
statistics. It means different thingsin different times and circumstances, 
but in the case of Palestine it corroborates what we know to be the fact, 
that the picty of the dispersed Jews causes them to pay a large annual 
Subvention to Palestine. This tribute is spentin giving employment to 
Jews and Arabs, buying land of Arabs and laying foundations for the 
development of the country.

MANY ARRESTS IN KIEFF. | 


The persecution of Zionists in Russia and the Ukraine has been 
renewed with increased vigour. In Kieff a large number of Jews have 
been arrested, many of whom have been deported, and at least one of 
whom is in danger of being exetuted. According to the Soviet regula- - 
tions, the period for investigating charges against prisoners should not | 
exceed two months. Some Zionists are, therefore, regularly re-arrested 
every two months, so that the investigation of their cases is prolonged 
indefinitely. Others are released if they pledge themeaelves not to take 
part in any political activities. Numbers of Mensheviks, among whom 
are many Jews, bave also been arrested. |

_ Those who wete fortunate enough to be present at Upton Park on 
Monday afternoon will remember for many a day the wonderful 
performance given by the Hakoah team in their match against the West 
Ham team, who are members of the First Division of the English 
Football League. The Hakoah defeated their powerful opponents by no 
less than five goals to nil. The game was played throughout in a spirit of 
Sportsmanship that did credit to both teams, There were some 6,000 
Bpectators on the ground when the teams turned out, and the splendid 
reception given to the Jewish players was worthy of the best in British 
Bportsmanship. Prior to the game the Hakoah players, who wore the 
badge of the Magen David on their shirts, lined up in front of the pavilion, 
and were welcomed on behalf of the Football Association by Mr F. W. 


Wall, the Secretary. A beautiful silver cup was presented to the West 


Ham Club by Mr. Bund, on behalf of the Hakoah. During the match 
the Jewish players were cheered again and again by the spectators, a 
large percentage of whom were members of the English Zionist 
Federation. Among those in the grand stand, were Messrs. Herbort 
Bentwich, Joseph Cowen, and Harry R. Lewis. | 

In the opening stages of the game it could ba seen that West Ham 
- had a hard nut to crack if they were to defeat their sturdy opponents. Ib 
800n became evident that the home side were being held by the Hakoah, 
who showed football of a first-class nature. They combined splendidly, 
and their head work was a feature of their play. They kicked low, 
trapped the ball on the run, and were remarkably quick. It was not 


until thirty minutes had elapsed that Nemes, the Hakoah's outside right,

That, all things being equal, 
be can be a match on the sporting field as in the more serious life's sports, 
{ndeed, it would be surprising if the Jew could not hold his own ina 
sporting match.

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The Proposed Cemetery in Edmonton.

GOVERNMENT INQUIRY. 


Mr. M. K. North, an Inspector of the Ministry of Health, conducted a 
public inquiry at Edmonton Town Hall on Thursday of last week into an 
application by the Hebrew Cemeteries Company, Ltd., to acquire landin 
Bury Street for the purposes of a cemetery. 

Dr. W. F. Claxton, Clerk to the Edmonton Council, explained that 
the Council were not objecting to the application on racial grounds, but 
because, in their opinion, there was no necessity for an additional Jewish 
cemetery in that area. ‘There were already two such cemeteries in 
existence. The Council believed that the establishment of the proposed 
burial ground would seriously affect the value of the adj vining properties 
and. retard the development of building estates. The Chairman of the 
Council said that negotiations were in progress for the purchase of the 
site for a recreation ground, when the Hebrew Cemeteries Company, Lid., 
made a higher offer, and it was accepted. Evidence was given by a number 
of residents from the district protesting against the scheme. The 
Inspector said that he had been informe: that there was a great deal of 
wating and noise at Jewish burials. The reply was that it was not as 
bad as it had been made out by the newspapers. That inquiry would 
shew that a Jewish funeral was as well conducted as any other funeral, © 
Mr, F. A. Broad, M.P. for Edmonton, who opposed the application, said 
that there were altogether thirty objections to it and a petition against if 
bearing 300 signatures. The inquiry was closed, and the Inspector 
intimated that his report would be submitted to the Ministry of Health,

The Jewish World reports a quarterly meeting of the Association of 
Jewish Frendly Societies at which Sir Stuart Samuel, presided. 
By accepting the draft Deed of Trust for the new administration of the 
Convalescent Home, the delegates piaced their imprimatur on the “ Round 
Tabie” settlement, the details of which have already been made pubiic, 
Sir Stuart Samuel is to continue to be the President of the Home, and, 
in that genial mood which is characteristic of him, he confessed that he 


was the greatest sinner in the community in holding office for an uncon- | 


scionable period, yet one of the greatest critics of that evil. The 
Conference transacted much formal business, and businesslike reports 
were rendered on the work of the Committees. 

The Order of Ancient Maccabeans bas held its annual Grand Beacon 
Meeting, and a capable presidential address was delivered by the Grand 
Commander, Bro. lL. M. Steff. In his remarks he dealt with the Order's 
Valuation report for 1921, which disclosed an average s>lvency of 17s. 94, 
in the £. Many branches, through unfavourable economic conditions, 
had made no progress, but he was able to report that a special feature of 
the Maccabeans’ work has been the establishment of branches consisting 
wholly of young men, with an average age of 17.

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Plight of Ukrainian Children. 


OVER 1,500,000 WAIBFS. 


According to the latest official census taken by the Soviet Com- 
tnissars in the Ukraine, the numbers of waifs and strays in the Ukraine 
amounts to 1,656,290. Of these 118,000 are being looked after by the 
Commissariats of Health and Education, and 31,000 by professional 
unions and other organisations. The remaining 86 per cent. of children 
are left to their own devices ; 29,317 crimes committed by the waifs 
under thirteen years of age have been registered in the Ukraine for the 
first half-of the current year. | 

In Odessa and Nikolaiev, 115,000 waifs and strays have been 
registered. ‘They are vagabonds, and they gain their livelihood by begging 
and thieving; they also commit graver crimes, such as murder and 
plunder. In the big towns of the Ukraine the epidemics which are 
raging among these children constitute a menace to public health. The 
police of the ports of Odessa, Nikolaiev, Sebastopol, and Theodosia, 
constantly discover, on their daily rounds, the dead bodies of children 
who had been wandering about the country and had died of starvation or 
of infectious diseases.—The Times, August 28th 1923.

Music and Drama. 


A SWISS PASSION PLAY. 
BY M. J. LANDA, 


During a recent visit to Switzerland I saw the Passion Play at 
-Belzach. Directly inspired by Ober-Ammergau, it deepens the mystery 
of the New Testament in the hold it has by means of its Pagan and 
» Unhistorical elements. Passion Plays were acted in the Middle Ages 

at Solothurn and Bienne in the neighbourhood of Selzach, but there is no 
-eonnection between the old and the new productions. Nor is there any 

religious significance in the modern enterprise: there is nothing, for 
. instance, in the nature of the vow of thanksgiving for the cessation of a 

plague, as atOber-Ammergau. TheSelzachinception is simplicity itself. 
' It grew out of the ambition of the village dramatic and choral societies 

for wider scope and more extended recognition. The local Mzcenas, 
‘Herr Adolf Schiafli, a watch manufacturer, sent four viilagers to Ober- 
.Ammergau in 1890; they came back with a determination to emulate the 
 Bavarians, and in 1895 they actually succeeded. 

Their achievement is indeed remarkable. In a barn-like wooden 
theatre, seating about 1,600 people, they have this year staged a produc. 
tion that would do credit to the West End of London. It is artistic, 
beautiful, and impressive. Mainly composed of tableaux, linked by recited 
prologues and choruses, and interspersed with a few dramatic episodes, 

, its groupings and ensembles are perfect. It is a production evincing 
mastery in direction and imposing no great strain on the talents of the 
villagers, whose main contribution is posturing in the tableaux and 
participating in the well-drilled movements of crowds. 

Theatrically speaking, the Selzach Passion Play is an imposing 
Spectacle. But the question arises: Is it religious at all? A certain 

religious feeling is bound to animate such endeavour, but unrelieved 
Staginess—footlights, limelight, drop and tableaux curtains, wire- 

_, BUspended angels, canvasclouds, magnesium lightning, Drury Lanethunder, 

. the artificiality of the supposedly excited Sanhedrin chanting their cries 

_ of vengeance in perfect unison, the ascension of Jesus to heaven withthe 
Swiss flag in his hand—stamps it from beginning to end. The costumes 

_ are correct in detail as well as picturesque in colouring—one or two of the 
Jews’ garments are suggestive of the tallith—but the backgrounds are 
garish, painted scenes. There was nothing devotional about the attitude 

_ of the audience, despite the prohibition of applause. The few tourists 

came out of sheer curiosity ; the majority, people from the surrounding 

. districts, were attentive playgoers, just that and nothing more. It was 
. Assumption Day when I was present, yet never for a moment was the 

» theatre atmosphere absent, or forgotten. It was an opportunity not to 

» be missed, to see a Show of a magnitude and completeness rare in the 
region. 

The spectators fanned themselves in the heat, men removed their 
coats and sat in shirt sleeves, the sucking of refreshments was persistent, 
and there were “Ahs” and “Ohs” of wonderment, sibilant appreciation 
of the real baby, real donkey, and real sheep, and a titter that threatened 
to expand into laughter at the miserable appearance of Barabbas. The 
Ober-Ammergau injunction against make-np does not ruie at Selzach, and 
there are far more artificial than real whiskers, althongh some of the 
villagers have let their beards and hair run picturesquely riot. I have 
come to the conclusion that there is no more “religion” in a Passion 
Piay than there is in a Purim Spiel, There is more genuine, 

_, joyous devotion in the latter, for its object and place are deiinite ; 
it makes no pretence at education, nor to replace or supplement the 
_prayers. And with all deference, I venture to add thatno modern Passion 
“Play bas exercised any wide or definite religious influence. I do not, of 

course, deny the possibility of cases of individual exaltation. 

I would go further, and venture the assertion that the influence of the 
* Passion Plays is the reverse of beneficial. In the mediwval days it is 
* known that they excited the onlookers to hysteria, violence, and madness ; 

they certainly did not fill the breasts of the Christians of those days with 
the feelings of love for their fellow-men which are claimed to be the 

_ special teachings of the New Testament, and although the Ober-Ammergau 

' Piay is shorn of much of its former crudity and brutalities, its partici- 

pants, judging by their recent utterances, are as deeply steeped in 
guperstitious ignorance and stupid injustice to the Jews as were their 
ancestors. 

The Selzach Piay revealed to m@ all the unreality of the New 
Testament story. I was rather taken aback when a Christian lady at 
Lucerne expressed herself surprised that I should desire to see the 
production—she, was, perhaps, a Protestant—but I could understand her . 
attitude afterwards. | 

As a play, the New Testament becomes banal and melodramatic. 
That most distinguished Gospel commentator, Abbe Loisy, has emphati- 
cally stigmatised the whole Pilate episode as “theatrical,” “ fictional,”

ordinarily has no place. Imagine the appeal of a wirelessed Lecha Dodi, 
with appropriate explanatory matter, and imagine, too, the remorse ofthe 
‘Jew who is permitting treasures such as these to slip from his grasp. It 
is said that the broadcasting of theatrical plays has reacted splendidly 
upon theatre attendances. Might not then, the Hertzian waves be 
enlisted in a “ Back to the Synagogue ” Movement ? 


The bulging money-bags of the Shechita Board, and the cynical 

. indifference of the Board to criticisms thereof, has brought me not a few 
suggestions whereby the activities of this institution might be usefully 
extended. One of the most topical and interesting is that dealing with 
«the provision of kasher meat at seaside resorts. It is suggested to me— 
and many a reader will no doubt readily concur—tbat the tendency of 
our people to flock to one or tworesorts is due not so much to love for 
these places, as to the real difficulty of procuring kasher meat elsewhere. 


It the Board, on its own initiative, would make the necessary enquiries 

+ and subsequently inform the Jewish public that Kasher meat could be 

obtained at this, that, andthe other seaside town; it will have conferred a 

distinct boon on the community, and thus make some tiny repayment for 

the taxes it.has levied. It will, moreover, be helping to safeguard 
‘Kashruth, which apparently is one of the reasons for its existence.

“childish,” and “ melodramatic,” and Selzach shows it up unmistakably. 
It is significant that the only acting episodes from the New Testament 
are those referring to the trial of Jesus before the Sanhedrin. and Pilate. 
The late Dean Stanley complained that at Ober-Ammergau the Sanhedrin 
scenes were a hideous travesty of a great ecclesiastical assembly, and it 
_is the same at Selzach. In the street scenes before the house of Pilate 
where the priests, in their canonical robes, incite the crowd to demand 
the release of Barabbas and the crucifixion of Jesus, they rave like a gang 
of midnight brawlers. If they behaved so, Pilate would not have been 
intimidated by them, but would have had them locked up for being what 
the rural policeman termed “drunk’n righteous.” The absurdity is 
inherent in the New Testament story. Written long after the event—if 
it happened at all, or whatever it was that happened—compiled from 
doubtful chronicles by interested persons for a specific purpose, and after 
the Romans had embraced the new faith and made cruel use of it to 


Suppress other faiths, it was inevitable that Pilate, the Roman Governor, 
should be whitewashed. 


Totally untrue to the known history of him, Pilate, ridiculous in.the 
Gospel accounts, becomes fatuous on the stage. Surely such a presenta- 


- tion must make the judicious Christian grieve. To invest Pilate with | 
_ the gift of prophecy with a warning of punishment to the Jews down the 


ages, is carrying the absurd to the limit of imbecility. It is, therefore, 
out of the New Testament itself that the inhumanity of anti-Semitism is 


_drawn. The New Testament, despite its vaunted teachings, appears 
powerless to prevent the continuation of that age-liong cruelty. Tho 


Passion Play accentuates the evil and exposes the weakness of Christian 


_ philosophy and psychology. The Jews, to many Christians, are to-day 
_ what they were described to be in the libel of the Gospel story. To leave 
- that beyond doubt, to make it appear even that the Jews were always 
. 80, the one dramatised episode from the Old Testament at Selzach, the | 


Bale of Joseph by his brothers, is explained by the Prologue, “So also 
was Jesus, the Lord, sold by the traitor Judas.” : 

And yet there is an unconscious illustration of the Jewish conte: tion 
that what is good in the New Testament is not new, and that what is new 
is not good: the tableau of the Sermon on the Mount, with obvious intent, 
is almost a replica of the tableau of Sinal.

Rabbi Gershom was born at Metz, 
in France, towards the end of the 
10th century, and he devoted his 
early years to the patient study of

contemporaries as ‘‘ the wonder,’’ on 
account of the wide rauge of his 
learning. Gershom fell in love with 
the sweet daughter of this teacher, 
Deborah by name, and married her. 
The study of the Talmud was then

THE YEAR'S F RETROSPECT. 


Ir the twelve months now- closing have been laden with unrest and 
menace for the world in general there has been at least as heavy 
trouble for the Jewish people in particular. The pogrom as an argument 
in the Jewish problem has been less insistent, but the threat of it has 
rarely been far, while the anti-Jewish movement has tended to become 
internationalised. In its broad aspect Jewish life has:presented the 
same features that have distinguished it for so many years. On the one 
hand great masses struggling to break loose from impossible social con- 
ditions, and either anchored down to their misery or driven back from 
the very gates of hope. On the other, the fight for the larger dream of a 
free nation facing the world on its own soil as an equal among peers. In 
neither direction has the fight gone too well in the year that is closing. 
If victory has crowned the long-drawn battle for freedom in Rumania 
the struggle to withhold it elsewhere has revived in intensified form— 
more particularly in the widespread and determined attempts to starve 
the Jew intellectually and in the denial of asylum to the Russian refugees. 
If the National dream remains undissipated, the foe has been sleepless, 
and active on a hundred fields and in countless manceuvres. The dying 
year has left little impression upon the appalling conditions of the 
Russian Jews, still submerged beneath the horrors of the after effects 
of the War; and though massacre has ceased, one thinks with a shudder 
of what the oft-foretold downfall of the existing régime may call forth. 


In Germany the old alliance between Nationalism and anti-Semitism has 


sprung into new life, and threatens the peace of the Jewish citizen. The 
settlement so laboriously effected with Turkey finds the resurrected 
Ottoman in Chauvinist mood. The Turkish victory over Greece meant 
twenty thousand Jews homeless amid the ruinsof Smyrna. The negotia- 
tions at Lausanne which confirmed that triumph have been accompanied 
by a burst of activity against the Jew-—the scapegoat of defeat and 
the victim of victory. The Jew has been blamed for the occupation 
of the Ruhr. He is declared the evil trickster behind nearly every 
currency depreciation. From far Persia have come reports of 
pogroms and ruin. Even across Britain and America (with its 
Ford candidature for the Presidency) the shadow of ill-will has stolen 
menacingly ; and the demand of powerful interests in the United States 
promises to close still further the already but half-open door into what 
was once the free refuge of oppressed Jewry. Inflamed patriotic passions 
left by the war will one day be calmed. Peace will gradually settle over 
a distracted world, and reason return. And, pending that day, the Jew 


has the great stand-by of the Minority Rights, guaranteed by Treaty, and | 
the League of Nations, the appointed guardian of those rights. During 
the year just closing he has wisely shown himself awake to their vital | 
importance in his fature happiness, while many beneficent Jewish | 


organisations, despite such distractions as the World Congress of the 
Agudath Israel and its loud challenging note to other sections of Jews, 
have combined to bring relief to stricken communities and prevent further 
injustice. But 5683, like all its predecessors, has left, at the long last, one 
all-dominating lesson to learn, the Zionist teaching: The Jew, to be safe, 
must be free! 


THE ANTI-SEMITE AS THE PRINCE OF DARKNESS. 


The extended move to drive the Jew from the school and the Univer- 
sity has been the central and most sinister feature of the year—a 


campaign so extraordinarily widespread, affecting so many communities, 
and waged with such flerce determination and persistency as to mark 


 §683 as the great year of the obscurantists, and to warrant special atten- 


tion in any record of the period. It was as though a great part of central 
Europe had suddenly remembered the old Russian reactionary gospel, 
and with one voice cried aloud for the numerus clausus—its pet manifes- 
tation. In Austria the anti-Jewish students were active. They called 
for the expulsion of Jews from the Viemna College and University, and 
enforced their demand by acts of terrorism. The Technical Institute 
introduced anti-Jewish restrictions, covering its action up by the old 
trick of directing it ostensibly against foreigners. The result of the agita- 
tion was that Jewish students forsook the Austrian Universities in large 
numbers. In Jugo-Slavia the students of Belgrade University took up the 
cry for the new-old idol, the nwmerus clausus. It was re-echoed at Riga 
University (Latvia), and the baffled agitation in the country by students 
and professors alike, ended ina students’ strike. In Czecho-Slovakia, the 
German students at the German University of Prague “downed pens” 
because a Jew was appointed Rector, and disturbances followed (Austria 
proceeded to demonstrate in sympathy with tne fellow hooligans of 
Prague). In Poland the Educational Commission of Parliament has actually 
adopted a numerus clausus proposal—with the sympathy of the Govern- 
ment. The intervention of the League of Nations has been invoked. In 
Rumania the agitation has been loud and strident. The students broke 
into violence again and again—at Barlad, at Bucharest, at Jassy and at 
Klausenburg. At Czernowitz University the Rumanian students “struck” 
against the presence of their Jewish colleagues. At one time all the 
faculties at the High Schools and Universities of the country had to be 
closed as a result of excesses against Jewish students. Later came a 
report of the expulsion of four hundred and ten of the latter from Jassy 
University, followed by statements that the students generally had 
temporarily ceased their worship of the numerus clausus fetish. But the 
rumour of a scheme for a Jewish University in Bessarabia, and the 
welcome given by Italy to student emigrants—the number of Jewish 
students has gone down by 60 per cent.—were more substantial items of 
comfort. The re-actionary agitation assumed one of its extremest formsin 
Hungary. Early in the year the University students were in fall riot 
against the Jews, and the disturbances spread to such an extentin the High 
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Schools that they had to be closed fora time. The agitation neverthe- 
less continued. Jewish students were attacked at Budapest University. 
Others were expelled from Pressburg University. A move to withdraw 
the numerus clausus, which actually exists, Minority Treaties or no 
Minority Treaties, was defeated in the National Assembly, and it was 
officially enforced, last July, in Budapest University. Nobody would con- 
nect the educational authorities in America and this country with the 
bitter attacks described above. Butcan their kinship of spirit be doubted? 
And, should not this very relationship give the educational authorities of 
enlightened lands pause before helping to extend the kingdom of darkness ? 
If the Cohens of New York so out-number the Smiths and the Jones in 
the educational institutions, as a great American paper records, that is 
surely a reason for stimulating the Smiths and the Jones, not for 
dragging down the Cohens, as the paper referred to clearly sees. Don’t 
level down the Jew; level-up the non-Jew. Atallevents, Jews, who kept 
alive the torch of learning in the dark ages, can only look with mingled 
pain and astonishment upon the deplorable obscurantist movement. 
But they can also retort by supporting the noblest reply to it yet con- 
conceived—the Jewish University in Jerusalem. 


WANDERING. 


The story of the Jewish war refugees who fled to Poland, Rumania, 
Turkey, and elsewhere, makes one of the most poiguant chapters in the 
record of the year. Many were congregated in Constantinople, but moved 
on under the threat of deportation, or were evacuated with the help of 
the Ica. At one time it was reported from Hungary that 20,000 Jews 
—larger figures were actually given—were served with expulsion orders, 
even Hungarian citizens in Budapest being affected. The Joint Foreign 
Committee appealed to the League of Nations. This brought a denial of 
the expulsion threat from the Hungarian Foreign Office, and the applica- 
tion to the League of Nations was withdrawn. Galician Jews were 
the victims of ill-treatment in the internment camps. Latvia was 
reported to have expelled some one hundred and twenty Russo-Jewish 
families, while large numbers of refugees were said to be enduring 
much suffering in Lithuania. Viennese conversionists, on the other 
hand, took the less brutal—or should one say more “ refined ”"— 
course of plying the unhappy Jews with Christian doctrine. 
It was in Poland and Rumania, however, that the problem assumed its 
most acute forms. In these two instances nearly 25,000 refugees were 
threatened with deportation, the difficulty being complicated by the 
unwillingness of Russia to receive back its Jewish Nationals. Many 


were driven out—cruel scenes were reported in Lemberg--but were refused — 


admission, and refugees were tossed backward and forwards between the 
Russian and Polish frontiers, with the result that numbers were left to 
die of want and exposure in the neutral zone, after being robbed of all 
they had. In the case of Rumania, the representations made by various 
Jewish bodies led, with the assistance of the League of Nations, to the 


- suspension of the campaign, while the evacuation of the unfortunate 


Jews could be systematically organised. But in Poland the course was 
not so smooth, domestic politics coming into play. At the instance of 
the Joint Foreign Committee, acting on behalf of Jewish Relief Organi- 


sations, a. meeting of the Advisory Committee of the High Commissariat 


of the League of Nations was summoned in Berlin in April. But in the 
end the Polish Government agreed to postpone the expulsion until 
September 1st of those refugees—a minority of the total—-who 
possessed overseas passports, and to act with due consideration 
in the other cases, while the Jewish bodies undertook to carry 
out evacuation within a reasonabie period. As we go to press 


comes a report from our Warsaw correspondent that the last categories 


of Russian refugees are being expelled, thus apparently completing 
the deportations. The Soviet Government has now agreed to permit 


the refugees to return, but ingress into the ports of America is 


limited by that other nwmerus clausus—the restriction of immigration 
within certain definite percentages. Such, in brief, is the story of the 


refugees during the year 5683. It is as pitifuland humiliating a tale as 


has ever been written of the Diaspora, a revelation of the truth about 
war, and a glaring commentary on the march of modern civilisation 
under the lash of racial hatred. 


THE “LIVING TOMB.” 


Taking a survey of chief Jewish centres, a distressing and forbidding 
picture is again presented by Russian Jewry. The old “Pale,” it is true, 
has gone, and with it the official persecution aggravated by wholesale 
pogroms—though now and again excesses were reported:(as in the case of 
Odessa in January last), and a new misfortune arose inthe shape of hostility 
to the practice of Judaism. But though the pogrom machine practically 
ceased to grind, the massed misery of the Ghettoes was but one 
degreo less terrible. Accounts of Jewish suffering, almost incredible if they 
had not come from responsible quarters, succeeded one another mourn- 
fully during the year. Hundreds of thousands of men, women, and 
children, insufficiently clad, were said to be holding body and soul 
together on one bare meala day. Children in the Ukraine were being 
picked up dead in the streets; refugees crowded the railway stations in 
pitiable destitution, yearning to get away—somewhere; the war and 
pogrom orphans were running about the streets homeless and half-naked, 
begging for bread—the raw material of a future criminal population ; 
epidemics, the inevitable harvest of war and famine, were carrying off 
thousands of victims, and, according to one visitor last March, “hundreds 
of people were dying daily in the Ukraine for want of food and clothing.” 
So credible an authority as Dr. M. Schwarzmann, one of the founders of 
the beneficent 0.Z.E., told the Jewish Chronicle in April that the rate of 
Jewish mortality in Odessa in 1922 reached the astounding figure of two 
hundred per thousand. Whole quarters of Russian towns, he added 
later, had been emptied of their population by the epidemics. 
In the Ukraine alone, he estimated, there were about one hundred 
thousand homeless Jewish children. Even as lateas July the Federation 
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of Uxraiaian Jews had to report a new outbreak of famine in Odessa, 
which was corroborated only too painfully by the tragic appearance of 
refugees—“ clothed in rags, emaciated, and wild-eyed.” Odessa, thoy 
said, had again become aliving tomb. People were dying from starvation in 
the streets, and troops went about with wagons to pick up the dead. One 
more authority may be quoted—Dr. Victor Adler, of the Jewish World 
Relief Organisation. Epidemics were rife, he declared, and, with the 
mortality enormously in excess of births, Ukrainian Jewry was in danger 
ofannihilation. According to the report recently presented to the Jewish 
World Relief Conference, half the unemployed in the district of Kieff are 
Jews, although the Jews form only a small fraction of the working class 
population, while from another quarter came the disturbing statement 
that terror and want were having their natural re-action in crime—the 
number of Jewish bandits in Moscow was said to be growing alarmingly. 
In addition, as has been said, there broods over this hell on earth the 
dread shadow of massacre, should once the present regime fall. One can 


search the map of the world without discovering anywhere, among any. 


people, a situation comparable in any degree with this infinitely pathetic 
tragedy. Yet the anti-Semite rages, and calls upon the world to witness 
the triumph of the Jew over prostrate Christendom. At what stage, inthe 


processof progressive destruction, one wonders, will the cup of Jewish ©

“LIGHT-HEARTED” VIENNESE. 


The early records of the new Succession States have been marred, 
here and there, by ugly anti-Jewish agitation—in Latvia, where it 
culminated in attacks on Jews by Army recruits; in Lithuania, where 
as in Belgium, the currency depreciation was attributed to Jewish machin-' 
ations; in Esthonia, where, as in Latvia, difficulties have arisen on the 
question of minorities rights; and in Czecho-Slovakia, where, however, 
outbreaks were energetically suppressed. Austria, the pale shadow of 
her former self, remained true to her anti-Semitic past. Anti-Jewish 
organisations were active. One, formed during the year in the capital, 
and comprising within its ranks twenty-five Pan-German bodies, set 
itself the lofty task of driving Jews from the Austrian High Schools. 
Vienna, indeed, had the dubious honour of holding, last January, the 
greatest anti-Semitic meeting ever known in Austria—a gathering 
attended, it was said, by over fifty thousand people. Two months later 
rioting against Jews took place in the city, at the instigation of students,. 
and similar outbreaks occurred elsewhere. A counter meetiug of Jows 


was held in the capital, and workmen’s organisations protested against | 


the Jew-baiting campaign. But meantime a movement for the boy- 
cott of Jewish traders gathered strength. It isa lurid reflection on this 
apparent movement against Jewish wealth that it was announced that 
in the course of a year, sixty-five per cent. of Jewish burials in Vienna 
were pauper funerals! In Poland, boycott is an old and approved anti- 
Jewish weapon. It was brought once again into play in anger at the 
Jewish success in the elections (some 30 co-religionists actually found 
seats in the Sejm.) The election of Mr. Narutowicz to the Presidency of 
the State produced a crop of anti-Jewish disturbances, and his subse- 
quent assassination had similar results—at Kattowicz, and Posen, Lem- 
berg, and more seriously at Cracow and Warsaw. More disturbances 
followed in other towns. At Przemysi the Polish recruits were the mis- 
creants. In Warsaw and Lodz, May Day was the occasion, and the 
Jewish workers the victims, and the execution of the Russian ecclesiastic, 
Mr. Budkiewicz, led to further outbreaks in the former city. July brought 
newsof further excesses—at Lukutow, Cracow, and Lodz. The vicious move- 
ment had an angry echo in Parliament, where the Jewish members were 
assailed, and Poland had the further distinction of having the unspeakable 
Blood Legend revived in several of its centres; whilethe White Slave Traffic 
was reported to be actively pursued among Jewesses. It is not surprising 
that as many as 83,000 Jews emigrated in the year 1922 (which includes 
a portion of the year under review). But it was at least re-assuring to 
have the statement made by Mr. Sokolow, in April, on his return from 
Poland, that, though anti-Semitism had spread in the country, the 
economic position, at least, of the Jews was improving ; though even this 
opinion was not borne out by a later visitor (Mr. J. Cohen Lask) who, in 
an interview in the Jewish Chronicle last month, drew a painful picture 
of Jewish conditions, especially in the smaller Jewish towns, under the 
combined influence of Government ill-will and popular boycott, while 
even religiously his report was a sad revelation of decay. During the 
year a Federation of Polish Jews was formed in London? 


A GLEAM OF LIGHT IN RUMANIA, 


Nor was the year in Hungary a more bearable one for the Jews. A 
deplorable account of Jewish sufferings in that country was printe in 
the Jewish Chronicle last December, and reference has already been made 
to the movement against Jewish students and Jewish rights of residence. 
As elsewhere, the economic weapon was also brought into play—a 
particularly ridiculous proceeding on the part of a country that is 
frantically endeavouring to re-establish its shattered credit and 
avert economic catastrophe. From agitation the anti-Jew menace 
passed more than once to active assault—during the last High 
Holy Days, and again later on at Neupest and Oldenburg. The 
Foreign Minister (Baron Banffy) assured the Joint Foreign Committee 
that Hungary would observe the Minority Section of the Treaty of 
Trianon, and that pogromists would be: suppressed. It is true that a 
number ‘of leading massacre mongers had been arrested, but plain men 
cannot reconcile the assurance of Minority Rights with the continuance 
of educational restrictions, and reasonable beings will find it still harder 
to understand how a country whose only hope lies in the League of Nations 
can persevere with a policy of discrimination which it is one of the 
_ prime objects of the League to discredit. The dark record of this part 

of Europe, however, was partially redeemed by the long overdue grant of 
citizen rights to Rumanian Jews. This took the form of an article inserted 
n the new Constitution, giving Rumanian citizenship to all native Jews. 


‘The form of the article left something to bo desired, aud, in the opiaion 


of the Joint Foreign Committee, there may still be a few hard cases of 
exclusion under it, though these could be dealt with under the Minorities 
Treaty. But the mere fact that citizenship has at long last been con- 
ceded is a significant achievement, and those who have, for s0 many years, 
waged an apparently hopeless struggle for Jewish liberty in Rumania 
will rejoice at it, and take fresh courage for the many battles that still 
reniain to be won. At the same time, it has not by any means been all 
blue sky in that country. After all, the law of a land may be one thing, 
and the spirit of its people quite another. This failure of law and spirit 
to march together was to be seen in many directions—in the hostility 
of priests and students; in the anti-Jewish activity of the “Christian 
League” and the “Christian National Federation”; in the refugee and 
University troubles already referred to; in the anti-Jewish disturbances 
at Bucharest, Jassy, Pitesti, and Galatz; and in the growth of the anti- 
Jewish Fascisti movement. It is only fair to add, however, that Govern- 
ment orders for the suppression of Jew-baiting were issued, and pro- 
Jewish sentiment is being mobilised by the Metropolitan Archbishop of 
Moldavia and other eminent Rumanians, while official assurances have also 
been given that the Article relating to’Jews in the Constitution will be 


so interpreted as to enable every Rumanian Jew to acquire the rights 


of Kumanian citizenship without difficulty. The officials entrusted 
with the work of registration, however,’ showed themselves much less 
scrupulous, 

ENLIGHTENED GERMANY. 

The agitation in other countries took on an intensified form in Germany, 
its traditional home, the extremes of monarchism and communism finding 
a@ common platform in anti-Semitism. The waters were troubled, and the 
anti-Semitic anglers fished in them with a double zest. The old manceuvre 
was sleeplessly pursued of labelling the new régime “Jewish,” in the 
hope of overthrowing it, and, with it, the chief obstacle in the Chauvinist 
path. Even the occupation of the Ruhr was traced to the Jews, who 


_ were declared to have placed themselves under French protection, and 
_ the success of the Italian Fascisti put new heart into the Jew-baiters. The 


Bavarian Greyshirts, who have sworn toclear the Jews from the country, 
modelled themselves on the Mussolini movement—or imagined they did. 
Students, Press, Politicians, Clergy, and City Councils all joined in the 
miserable game. Because the German National Party was not sufficiently 
anti-Semitic, a number of its members withdrew and formed themselves 
into a definitely anti-Jewish Group. New anti-Jewish prints sprang 
to life with the sole object of bespattering the community with 
abuse and stirring up trouble. One did not even shrink from 
publishing lists of Jewish butchers, with the names of Christian 
children they had slaughtered. In Prussia, Wurtemberg, Coburg, 
Upper Silesia, Saxony, Rhineland, and, above all, in Bavaria, the 


movement gained ground. At Munich it seemed at one time to have 


attained the gravest dimensions. Soon after the invasion of the Rubr 
came a report of an intended pogrom in that city. The Jewish inhabi- 
tants were panic-stricken, and many fled the city. The massacre happily 
did not occur, and later on the anti-Jewish leader, Hitler, having made a 
great display of braggadocio and then failed to come up to the “scratch,” 
was laughed out of his leadership, and for the time at all events extin- 


guished as a political power—only to re-appear as a menace in Munich 


later on, when, however, he was vigorously dealt with. But despite 
the suppression of this mischevous swashbuckler, the stand made by the 
Prussian Government, and the protest of German literary men and 
pro-Jewish bodies, he would be a sanguine man who would look with 
equanimity upon the present situation. The country stands on the brink 
of chaos, and anarchy is now, as\:ever, the Jew-baiter’s opportunity. 
From Western Europe there is little to report. There was an occasional 
rumble of anti-Semitism in the French Parliament, but nothing of any 
gravity. Beyond the confines of Europe, Persia claims attention as the 
centre of anti-Jewish disturbances during the last High Holy Days. Many 
Jews were reported in a pitiful condition as the result of pogroms, but 
the real magnitude of the attacks, and the gravity of their consequences, 
are not easy to ascertain, especially as the Government of the decrepit 
country had at least the virility, if rumour be true, to forbid the 
emigration of Jews. : 


THE FORD MENACE. 


Any review of Jewish conditions must fasten more and more on the ~ 
United States as one of the main new centres of hope, for the 
famous saying about the New World having been called in to redress the 
balance of the Old applies at least as forcibly to the Jew as to the Gentile. 
There is much to encourage in the record of American Jewry during the 
year. The old virile public spirit was in full evidence in the wonderful 
philanthropic activity of such bodies as the Jewish Distribution Committee, 
in the splendid response to the Zionist leader’s appeal, in the vain attempt 
to find a Jewish foot-hold in Mexico, in the work of such bodies as the 
Education Association, and the Hebrew Immigrant Aid Society. In one 
direction after another, one noted how the springs of philanthropic 
impulse were far from dried up. It may have been the founding of 4 
Jewish Cultural League in New York, or the proposal to re-build the 


.Temple Emanuel in San Francisco on a scale that would make it one of the 


finest religious edifices in the country, or the campaign to take 10,000 
Jewish children off the streets and place them in Jewish schools, or 
the movement to provide Jewish education for 250,000. children in the 
war-stricken areas of Europe. In these and in many other directions, 
the old spirit remained undimmed. Religiously, too, there is much to 
Suggest that the great Jewry of America is far from slumbering, 
perplexing though the position must often seem to it. The Golden 
Jubilee of the Union of American Hebrew Congregations, for instance, 
brought together the largest religious gatherings ever held by Jews in New 
York, eliciting incidentally an ‘appreciative letter from the late President 
Harding. The opening of the Jewish Institate of Religion in New York, 
at the instance of Dr. Stephen 8. Wise—described as a school for the 
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higher Jewish Learning was another suggestive item cf news. In the 
sphere of the general public life, moreover, there was much to suggest 
that the Jew is holding his own. The movement against Jews in the 
Universities seemed less insistent—a report in the London Press revealed 
a pro-Jewish attitude on the part of Harvard. In addition, a number of 
coreligionists were successful at the Congressional elections, and many 
positions of ‘distinction were secured by them in various directions, such 
as the Attorney Generalship of New York State and the Speakership of 
the House of Representatives of the State of Rhode Island. Rut when 
full allowance is made for all these facts, there atill lingers an element of 
doubt, the note of interrogation as to the future, which always comes to 
the surface in any survey of Jewish affairs. One feels more than 
a tinge of sadness, for example, at the progressive closing of the door 
against iminigrants. At one time we even heard of the House of Nepre- 
sentatives’ Immigration Committee approving a new Bill restricting the 
number of aliens entering the country to two instead of three per cent. of 
the numbers already resident in the country. and basing the limitation 
on the census of 1890 instead of that of 1910, That Bill would have 
reduced the number to be admitted yearly from 358,000 to 168,000. The 
Bill did not pass, but public feeling seems to point in the direction of 
further restriction, and one thinks with a sigh of regrét of the old 
America—the haven of the oppressed—that is passing. No longer the 
Statue of Liberty, but the immigration official on Ellis Island tyvifies the 
United States to the eyes of millions straining> to*catch a glimpse of 
freedom. But perhaps the most surprising feature of the year was 
the report, gaining more and more definitevess, that Henry Ford, the 
arch anti-Semite, would be a candidate for the Presidency at the next 
election. As might have been expected the Jewish inhabitants are in 
vigorous opposition to so monstrous a proposal as the election of a 


President who has declared war on a large section of United States 


citizens, Woeray note the movement of various enlightened Americans 
to take their stand by the side of theic Jewish fellows in combatting the 
growth ef anti-Semitism a union of Jews, Christians, and Moslems was 
im fact, formed, to promote equality and peace between men of all 
religions. But that Ford should head an anti-Jowish agitation, and be 
even ‘considered as a possible Chief cf State are disquieting facts 
which, Jike many in this ccuntry, make the Jew revise his .estimate 
of the rate of buman progress -and turn wore sympathetically to a 
movement like Zionism, which at least offers Jews their inalienable 
rights as children of the Jewish nation, and citizens of the world. 


ZIONISM’S TESTING TIME, 

It has to be admitted, however, that the year just closing has been a 
testing time for this greatest of Jewish movements. ‘There can be no 
surprise at this fact, for every thinking man must have foreseen that the 
wost difficult work of Zioutsm would begin not with the preliminary 
campaign to secure Jewish rights in Palestine—arduous though that 
cauipaigu was bound to be—but in the struggle to make good those 
rights, once they had been granted. Then, it was manifest, 
the true mettle of the Jew would be discovered, anda reliable 
measure taken of the position, human and inanimate, which 
confronts his grand quest for National revival. How has Zionism 
come through these critical tests during the year? The answer, 
if it is not all that one could wish, is certainly not of a character 
that need depress the enttusiast, let alone make him despair. In Great 
Kritain the General Election was made the occasion of a strong anti- 
Aionist agitation, but that it achieved no success may be gathered from 
the fact that the new British Government proclaimed that no change was 


contemplated in the existing administration of Palestine —an announce. 


ment to which the appointment of so staunch a friend of the Movement 
as Mr. Ormsby-Gore as Under-Secretary of the Colonies gave welcome 
point. The agitation in a certain section of the press went forward, 
enlivened by what has not inaptly been called the Beaverbrook Comedy, 
and buttressed up by a frequent catechisingoft the Government in Parlia.- 
ment, but it left the Ministerial resolution unoshaken. In Palestine itself 
the opposition of the Arabs took the form ¢f abstention from voting in 
the elections for the Legislative Council and, when the elections were 
annulled, of a boycott of therubstituted Advisory Council (since, however, 
partially withdrawn). More recently celegations were sent to London in 
aypport of Arab claims, but failed in their purpose ; and the opponents of 
Zionist hopes should surely by now be asking themselves whether it is 
indeed the further clamour of the scuttlers, in a few London papers, that 
represents the true voice of Britain in this matter, or Mr. Lioyd-George, 


iu the noble vindication which he has contributed to weightier journals, 


and which evoked, asit deserved, the thanks of every good Jew and all far- 
seeing non-Jews. Kemalistintrigues to move the Turkish Jews to advocate 


the transfer of the Mandate to Turkey met with no better success. So 


much for external obstecles., | 
PALESTINA REDIVIVA, | 

So far as the Jews themselves were concerned—and it is with them 
that the final issue really rests—material support for the Movement was 
not all that it should have been—though one must not overlook, in this 
conn ction, the grave economic difficulties which exist in most parts of 
the werlid, particularly in Eastern Kurope, a chief centre of Zionist 
cffort, and make genercus giving more than ever hard. These have 
handicapped severely the Zionist work in Palestine. Nevertheless, there 
have been some notable donations, even from sorely-stricken Russia, 
while the campariga of Dr. Weizmann in America elicited the handsome 
response of £500,000. This may surely be taken asa prool of sustained 
loyalty, and of even better things when normal conditions revisit a still 
distracted world. Meanwhile the Zionist must go forward with eyes 
steadfastly fixed on the appointed goal. The British Government declared 
themselves bound by the Mandate. The White Paper, which defined the 
policy of the late Government in its administration of Palestiue, as we 
frequently pointed out, and as Dr. Weizmann is reported to have pro- 
tested to the authorities, does not make the path of Zionist labour 
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- Palestina Rediviva becomes more and more, under the inspiration of 


easier to tread, The Thirteenth Zionist Congress, held at Carisbad 
last month, too, placed on record other material diffienities which 
confront the Movement in the country itself, more particularly in the 
distribution of State lands, and the restriction of immigration. 
But these, after all, are only incidents in the long history of a two- 
thousand year ideal, and, considered in their true perspective, will aflict 
no true Jew with the malign spirit of “defeatism.” Difficulties arise; 
the dream remaina, and, in the end, will surely be realised. Meanwhile. 


Jewish resources and the Jewish spirit, an actuality, to which the Jew in 
the growing perplexities of his life can turn with ever deeper hope and 
conviction. New settlementsspring upand flourish. The Chaluzim, admira- 
tion of the world, and the best ofall Zionistarguments, are laying the founda. 
tionatruly and well, economic development proceeds, and is tobe stimulated 
still further by the various steps taken at Carlsbad, while the Educational 
system is heing crowned by the Jewish Untversity now beginning to take 
practical shape. A greater and indeed a momentous stride forward was 
taken by the Congress when it resolved, pending the holding of the World 
Jewish Congress, to invite other bodies to co-operate with the Zionist 
Organisation upon the Jewish Agency provided for in the Palestine 
Mandate. Safeguarded as it is to be, so far as Zionist principle is 
concerned, this new body ‘eannot fail to impart a new impulse to 
‘Palestinian development, while strengthening the Jewish position which, 
as responsible Zionist opinion shrewdly perceives, tmnust rest, in the long 
run, more on economic echievement than on controversial activity. A 
revived Palestine is the way to a Jewish Palestine, and the enthusiasm 
ot the Thirteenth Congress--despite the party fever and external 
troubles—is an indication that the Jowish people wills it and will, under 
providerce, accomplish it. 
? THE BATTLE OF THE BOOKLETS. 

Ceming to the year’s record at home, we are met with the curious 
fact that one of the main issues, if not the main issue, dominating politios 
was the question which Jew’s teaching the nation should follow — that of 
Karl Marx, the reputed parent of Communism, or that of Disraeli, the 
father of modern Conservatism. So at least the issue seems to have 
heen put. and by none more clearly than by the new Prime Minister, 
Mr. Baldwin, But it is not less curious.to reflect that, parallel with 
this strife between the doctrines of Jews there has run a steady 
stream of anti-Jewish sentiment, which has mantfested itself in a 
manner now slight, now more intense. The assaulton Zionism was largely 
and out-spokenly less anti-Zionist than anti-Jewish, The meeting of the 
egregious “ Britons’ voiced the same feeling in cruder form; whileashout 
of Jew !” was actually flung across the floor of Parliament by a member of 
the party of Disraeli. Toe agitation against Shechita—robbed of its sting

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by the exclusion of the Jewish method of slaughter from the two Bills 
presented to Parliament—may have had a trace of anti-Jewish prejudice, 
though it is hard to think that the same animus was responsible for 
the closing of the Jewish house at Cheltenham, and too much need not 
be made of recent minor manifestations in a couple of London districts. 
To what extent Jews are themselves responsible for the prevalence of an 
anti-Semitic spirit, by such foolish proceedings as letters to the Morning 
Post or appeals against Zionism to Lord Beaverbrook, we need not 
stop to enquire.

Side by 
side, however, with the growth of anti-Semitism there has been no lack 
of public honours for individual Jews—a not uncommon phenomenon. 
Eleven Jews, for instance, including, for the first time, a member of the 
fiabour Party, were returned at the General Election, though it is not

PREACHERS THINK ALOUD. 
In the purely domestic sphere, the year was not without interest. 
It was not marked by any striking new departure, but the communal 
| machine was run with at least the old vigour—and perhaps alittle more. 
| The old political issues—immigration and the halting administration of 
the naturalisation law—have either been closed, in an adverse sense, or 
have yielded very little to protest. But a successful stand wasatall events 
made, as already mentioned, against the anti-Shechita movement. 
Anglo-Jewish public life, however, resolves itself largely into a question 
of charities, and in this respect there can be no unqualified satisfaction. 
The cry of the money-starved was, if anything, more insistent than ever. 
‘The Board of Guardians, with its deficit of over £20,000, and the 
Norwood Asylum with its £25,000 asked for, and £17,000 given, were 
| two cases in point. Yet while Norwood begged for help the Shechita 
Board sat on its hoard of £80,000! On two occasions, appeals were made 
on behalf of Ukrainian Jews, but how they fared was not made known. . 
In such troublous times as these the community has a heavy burden to 
shoulder, but its leaders refuse to consider an amalgamation of activities: 
which would probably ease the strain, and would certainly prevent such 
a cornering of public monies as the Shechita Board seems to have 
achieved. One step, however, which deserves commending is that for 
| the establishment of a Jewish Communal Hall or central meeting place for 
: Jewish public workers, while what should prove a fruitful measure was 
the re-constitution of the Welfare Committee of the United Synagogue on 
a Wider basis. In religious matters there has been a vague movement of 
unrest which holds some promise forthefuture. It waschiefly symbolised 
by the holding of a Preachers’ Conference, which was so narrowed as to 
exclude Chazanim, but which produced outspoken declarations on the 
Liturgy, of which more must assuredly be heard. The Conference © 
registered no practical decisions, but-it was something for the Preachers to 
think aloud—and for the community to think with them. Onesaw more of 
this feeling of divine discontent with existing conditions in one more of the 
periodic efforts of the Reform Synagogue to re-capture lost members or pre- 
ventfurtherstraying. Thistook the form ofappointing fixed hours for Friday 
evening services and permitting the seating of the two sexes together at 
the Sabbath services. The constitution of the Jewish War Memorial was 
adopted, but the evidences of its work were less conspicuous—to a 
modern community impatient for results. Structural progress, at all 
events, was registered by the Liberal Synagogue, which was reported to 
have raised £35,000 for a new building ; while a useful step was taken by 
the Chief Rabbi in the institution of Consecration Services for girls. The 
Jewish Religious Union celebrated its twentieth anniversary—whether 
it is leaving any footprints on the sands of time remains to be seen. - 
Incidents of personal interest were the celebration of their seventieth | 
birthdays by two respected ministers, Rabbi Sir Hermann Gollancz and 
the Rev. Isidore Harris—the former also retiring from the pulpit at Bays- 
water which he had graced so long—and the conferment of the Rabbinic 
degree on the Revs. S. Gross and I. Brodie. The semi-Jubilee of the 
South Hackney Synagogue and the foundation of a new Synagogue in 
Upton Park may also be mentioned in the records of a year not wholly 
uneventful from the religious point of view.
